Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submil  herewith  the  following  report 
of  the  department  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral of  the  State  of  West  Virginia  for  the  years  1891  and  1892. 

NATIONAL     GUARD. 

The  strength  of  the  organization  at  this  time  comprisi  -  oi  i  Brig- 
ade of  two  Regiments,  the  first  Regiment  composed  of  ten  com- 
panies as  authorized  by  law,  and  the  Second  eight,  two  Compa 
"F"  and  "K,"  having  been  mustered  out  since  my  Inst  repot  t,  for 
reasons  appearingin  the  orders  mustering  them  out,  published  in 
thisreport,  in  which  also  appears  orders  announcing  all  changes  in 
the  organization  since  Decembi  r  31,  1890,  date  of  last  report. 

number  of  Commissioned  Officers  at  thistime  is  87,   and    the 
number  of  enlisted  nun.  775  ;  total,  862. 

There  has  been  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  efficiency  of 
the  officers  durin  ist  two  years  and  great   interest    has   been 

manifested  throughout  the  entire  organization. 

APPROPRIATION 

The  appropriation  of  $10,000  00.  for  each  of  t  lie  two  years  just 
pa.-t  accomplished  a  great  deal  towards  encouraging  ami  perfecting 
the  National  Guard,  but  the  amount  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
actual  requirements  of  the  organization  and  not  as  much  by  far,  as 
thai  given  by  the  other  States  for  the  support  of  their  respective 
National  Guards,  yet  the  appreciation  of  these  favors  was  made 
manifest  in  the  strongest  degree   by  the  individual   ami  collective 
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efforts  of  all  interested  by  adding  to  this  financial  aid  their  best 
energies  towards  the  building  up  of  the  organization.  From  a  con- 
tinued acquaintance  with  all  the  Officers  and  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  personnel  of  our  organized  Military  and  from  the  written  re- 
ports of  the  several  Officers  whose  duties  have  been  to  instruct  and 
inspect  the  National  Guard  for  the  past  two  veins,  I  am  free  to  say 
that  with  continued  encouragement  from  our  Legislatures  and  ex- 
tended efforts  upon  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  the  work,  we  shall 
soon  have  an  as  well  drilled  and  disciplined  National  Guard  as  any 
State  in  the  Union,  ours  being  composed,  in  the  main,  of  our  very 
hest  young  men  coming  from  the  business  and  respectable  walks  of 
life.   ' 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

The  financial  aid  kindly  given  by  the  last  Legislature  enabled  us 
to  hold  the  two  annual  encampments  authorized  by  law,  full  re- 
port.- of.  and  all  information  concerning  which  will  he  found  in  the 
reports  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  the  Brigade  Inspector  and  the 
[nspection  Officers  detailed  for  duty  at  these  encampments  by  the 
U.  S.  War  Department,  which  several  reports  are  herewith  published 
and  a  careful  consideration  of  the  recommendations  therein  con- 
tained is  respectfully  asked,  especially  those  which  look  to  impor- 
tant and  needed  changes  necessary  to  be  made  by  the  coming  Legis- 
lature. It  is  rapidly  becoming  the  policy  and  practice  of  the  several 
States  to  adopt  and  encourage  uniformity  in  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  National  Guard,  adhering  as  closely  as  possible 
to  those  prescribed  for  the  government  of  the  C  S,  Army,  the  im 
portance  of  which  can  not  be  too  highly  estimated. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  encampments  1  deem  it  proper 
to  say  that  the  period  now  allowed  \'ov  encampment  is  entirely  too 
short,  as  sufficient  time  is  not  given  for  necessary  drill  and  instruc- 
tion. Tin  two  principal  items  of  expense  attending  the  encamp- 
ments are  transportation  and  preparing  the  Camp  and  to  allow,  say 
six  days  more  time  would  add  but  a  very  little  more  expense,  com- 
paratively speaking,  and  accomplish  a  vast  amount  ol  good.  The 
cost  of  transportation  to  and  from  encampment  both  years  was 
rendered  very  reasonable  because  of  the  liberal  policy  of  the  several 
railroads  in  arranging  rates— that  of  one  cent  a  mile  each  way,  with 
baggage  free,  and  in  this  connection  I  desire  to  make  use  of  this  op- 
portunity to  express  publicly,  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  entire  Na- 
tional Guard  for  the-  reduced  rates  given  and  the  promptness 
of  the  officers  of  these  roads  in  furnishing  ample  accommodations 
and  for  the  many  courtesies  of  all  connected  with  the  same  while 
going  to  ami  returning  from  Camp. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  attended  by  his  stall',  was  present  two 
days  at  each  encampment,  the  Governor  reviewing  the  troops  one 
day  at  each.  My  duties  as  ex-officio  Quartermaster-General  required 
my  presence  the  entire  time,  but  my  labors  were  greatly  lightened 
by  the  efficient  work  of  the  Brigade  Quartermaster.

I  am  glad  to  say  thai  there  has  been,  since  my  lasl  report,  but 
one  occasion  requiring  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  in  aiding  the 
civil  authorities  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  that  occurred 
in  Jefferson  county  last  January,  when  a  telegraphic  requesl  came 
from  the  sheriff  of  that  county,  endorsed  by  the  prosecuting  attorney, 
asking  that  a  company  be  senl  to  Charles  Town  to  aid  the  sheriff 
in  guarding  and  protecting  a  prisoner  then  confined  in  jail  there, 
who  was  threatened  with  violence  from  an  assembled  mob.  The 
requesl  was  promptly  granted  by  your  Excellency,  and  Company 
■V. "  2nd  Regiment,  ordered  to  report  to  the  sheriff  for  duty. 

The  following  shows  the  proceedings  had  on  this  occasion,  and 
the  steps  taken  by  you  and  others  thereunder:

We  were  put  to  some  inconvenience  by  not  having 
blankets,  but  I  secured  comfortable  quarters. 

We  remained  on  duty  until  next  day,  the  24th,  till  about  11 
o'clock  a.  m.,  when  I  was  instructed  by  the  prosecuting  attorney, 
representing  the  civil    aui  .  that   no  further  service  was  re- 

quired on  that  occasion,  and  I  returned  with  my  command  to  the 
Armory  thereof,  arriving  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  same  day. 

I  wish  to  return  the  thanks  of  the  Company  to  Captain. I.  E. 
Wyatt,  Inspector  Rifle  Practice,  Second  Regiment,  for  valuable  ser- 
vice in  aiding  in  instructing  the  men  in  their  several  duties  while 
on    duty. 

The  great  importance  of  having  the  National  Guard  in  readiness 
for  active  service,  is  always  thoroughly  demonstrated  on  occasions 
of  this  kind,  and  as  an  officer  in  the  organization,  1  hope  that  we 
may  realize  this  importance,   and    work    for   that    efficiency,   which 
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will  on  all  occasions  reflect  credit  notonly  upon  ourselves,  but  upon 
our  worthy  little  Mountain  State.

WORLD'S  COLUMBIAN    EXPOSITION. 

In  July,  1891,  a  copy  of  the  following  invitation,  addressed  to 
the  Governor  of  each  State  and  Territory,  was  received  by  you: 

('.  icago,  July  29,  1891. 

Dear  Sir:— The  Joint  Committee  on  C<  remonies  of  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition,  have,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of 
era!  officers  o  National  Guard,  decided  to  ask  the  Governor  of 

each  State  to  select  a  representative  of  the  National  Guard,  and  an 
alternate—so  that  there  may  be  a  lull  attendance — to  meet  in  this 
city,  considering  the  military  fea 

tun  Dedication  Celebration   in  October,  1892,  in  honor  ol 

the  completion  of  the  World's  Fair  Buildings.  1;  is  also  desired  at 
this  meeting  to  fully  consider  the  part  that  the  National  Guard 
should  take  in  the  greal  International  Military  Encampment,  to 
occur  during  the  summer  of  1893 

No  funds  have  been  provided  for  the  expense  of  this  meeting, 
but  the  Committee  o  i  tve  been  assured  by  several  of 

the  Adjutant-Generals  that  the  States  would  pay  the  expense  out  ot' 
the  appropriation  for  militia  purpo 
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I  would  like  the  name  of  the  gentleman  selected  as  early  as  possi- 
ble, so  that  I  may  enter  into  correspondence  with  him.

In  compliance  with  this  request,  you  selected  and  appointed  me 
as  the  representative  for  this  State  to  said  convention,  at  which 
meeting  every  Slate  and  Territory  except  two,  was  represented. 

At  this  convention  arrangements  were  made  in  accordance  with 
plans  mapped  out  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Ceremonies,  for  a,  mil- 
itary and  civic  display  at  the  dedicatory  ceremonies  to  be  held  Oc- 
tober 11  to  14,  1892,  which  date  was  afterward  changed  to  the  19 — 
21,  inclusive. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  military  portion  of  the  display  should  be 
participated  in  by  3,000  men  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  10,000  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  several  States,  all  to  be  under  the  command 
of  Major-General  Nelson  A.  Miles,  U.  S.  A. 

By  a  mutual  understanding  it  was  arranged  that  the  number  of  Na- 
tional Guard  allowed  should  go  from  the  state  of  Illinois,  and  states 
adjoining  thereto,  but  the  Committee  on  Ceremonies  kindly  extended 
to  the  State  of  West  Virginia  the  privilege  of  sending  at  least  300 
men,  which  courtesy  had  to  be  declined  because  of  want  of  funds 
with  which  to  send  them. 

Further  arrangements  were  made  and  initiatory  plans  inaugurated, 
having  for  their  object  an  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
several  states  and  territories,  together  with  a  portion  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  at  or  near  Chicago,  in  August,  189  !,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
following  resolution  adopted  by  the  convention,  viz: 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  offered  by  General  Ordway 
were  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  World's  Columbian  Exposition  proposes  to  ex- 
hibit to  theworld  the  result  ol  of  the  unparalled  progress  ma.de  by 
our  country  in  the  lour  hundred  years  that  have  elapsed  since  its 
discovery,  and  the  enormous  wealth  and  ultimate  resources  that 
have  been  developed  under  our  form  oi  government,  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  principles  on  which  our  form  of  govern- 
ment was  founded  being  that  its  defense  should  depend  on  a  well 
organized  militia,  it  seems  most  fitting  that  in  exhibiting  to  the 
world  our  wealth  and  prosperity,  we  should  also  exhibit  the  fact 
that  we  have  the  means  and  the  strength  to  defend  and  protect  them 
without  maintaining  such  vast  .standing  armies  as  are  found  neces- 
sary under  other  forms  of  government      And, 

Wiikueas,  The  7,000,000  men  that  constitute  the  military 
strength  of  our  country  are  relieved  of  the  burden  of  duty  imposed 
on  them  by  the  Constitution  and  laws,  by  the  voluntary  service  of 
100,000  of  them,  who  constitute  the  first  and  only  organized  reserve 
of  our  small  army,  and  who  are  in  truth  the  national  guard  of  our 
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institutions;  and  the  mobilization  and  general  encampment  of  this 
reserve  military  force  is  an  essential  pari  of  its  instruction, 

Resolved,  Thai  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  of  Officers  of 
the  National  Guard,  or  Volunteer  Militia,  that  the  National  Guard 
or  Volunteer  Militia  of  every  State  and  Territory  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  such  portion  of  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United 
States  as  may  be  available,  should  be  brought  together  at  or  near 
the  city  of  Chicago  in  a  camp  of  military  instruction,  from  August 
5  i"  Augusl  2  .  and  that  the  cost   of  establishing  and   main- 

taining such  a  cam]),  and  of  transporting  and  subsisting  the  troops 
of  the  States,  should  be  borne  by  the  United  States 

Resoled,  That   these  resolutions  be  sent    to  the   Presi  'the 

United  States,  with  the  request  that  he  transmit  them  to  Congress 
with  such  recommendations  lor  carrying  out  their  purpose  as  he 
may  deem  proper;  and  that  they  be  sent  to  the  Governors  of  each 
State  and  Territory  with  the  request  that  they  respectively  take 
such  measures  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  co-operation. 

This  convention  having  appointed  a  committee  on  legislation 
having  for  its  object  among  other  matters  the  preparation  and  in- 
troduction of  such  measures  as  will  look  to  the  carrying  into  effect 
the  plans  proposed  for  an  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  as  be- 
fore stated,  presented  the  following  resolutions  which,  as  will  be 
i,  were  adopted,  viz  : 

Resolved,  Thai  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  increased  by  add- 
ing to  it  all  the  delegates  to  this  convention,  and  by  requesting  the 
.  those  States  and  Territories  nol  represented  in  the  con- 
vention, to  appoint  two  officers  of  their  respective  States  or  Territo- 
as  members  of  the  committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  committee  from  each  State  re- 
spectively, be  designated  as  sub-committees,  and  charged  with  the 
duty  of  formulating  and  promoting  in  their  respective  States,  what- 
ever State  legislation  may  be  needed  to  carry  out  the  views  of  this 
convention,  and  to  urge  upon  the  Representatives  in  Congress  from 
the  respective  Stales,  the  support  of  such  Federal  legislation  as  may 
be  found  necessary. 

Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be 
authorized  to  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  of  his  General  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  have  the  authority  to  formulate,  present,  and 
urge  the  passage  of  such  Federal  legislation  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary to  cany  out  the  views  of  the  convention. 

Since  that  time  this  committee  has. had  prepared  and  intr<  duced 
in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  the  following  bill  providing  for 
this  encampment : 
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IN   THE   SENATE    OF    THE   UNITED  STATES. 

December   13,  1892. 

Mr.  Mitchell  introduced  the  following  bill;   which  was  read  twice 

and    referred    to   the   Select    Committtee   on  the 

Quadro-Centennial. 

\  BILL  to  provide  for  a  national    encampment   of   the  Army    and 
Militia  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition. 

liBeit  enaetedby  train!  House  of  Representatives  of  tht   United 

States  of  America  in  Congress  a.  That  the  President  be,  and  is 

hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  temporary  cam])  for  military  in- 
struction of  the  Army,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  at  or 
near  the  city  of  Chicogo,  Illinois,  during  the  month  of  August, 
eighteen  hundred  and   ninety-three. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  President  is  authorized  to  accept  as  volunteers 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  for  military  instruction  in  the 
cam])  to  be  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  thousand  volunteers,  for  the  period  of  fifteen  days  during 
the  month  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three:  Provided, 
however,  That  no  individual  volunteers  shall  be  accepted,  but  that 
all  volunteers  must  be  offeied  as  organizations  of  regularly  com- 
missioned and  enlisted,  armed  and  equipped,  volunteer  militia  of 
the  several  States,  and  that  no  such  organization  shall  be  accepted 
unless  at  least  one-half  of  its  regularly  commissioned  and  enlisted 
number  shall  volunteer:  And  provided  further.  That  no  organization 
of  volunteer  militia  not  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  pnssage  of 
this  act.  and  no  member  of  any  organization  who  shall  not  have 
had  at  least  three  months' military  instruction  and  training  prior 
to  August  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  shall  he  accepted  as 
a  volunteer. 

Sec.  3.  That  immediately  on  the  passage  of  this  ad  the  President 
shall  communicate  its  provisions   to   tl  :    the   several 

States  and  request  them  to  inform  him  before  the  first  day  of  May 
of  the  number  of  organizations  and  number  of  men  of  the  volun- 
teer militia  of  their  respective  State-  that  will  volunteer  for  service 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if  the  nn  -hall 

exceed  fifty  thousand  the  President  shall  apportion  the  number  to 
be  accepted  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  proper.  The  number 
ofvolun:  ccepted    havi  a    thus    determined,  the 

President  shall  thereupon  direct  the  Secretary  of  War  to  make  the 
necessary  provision  for  establishing  the  cam])  of  instruction  herein 
provided  lor  and  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.   That  tic  ary   of  War    shall    procure    by    rental,   or 

ac-cept  the  free  use  of,  such  lands  at  or  near  the  city  of  Chicago, 
Illinois,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  camp  of  instruc- 
tion herein  provided  for,   and    make    provisions  thereon    for   water 
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supply  ami  drainage  and  such  temporary   improvements  as  may   be 
necessary. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  volunl  spted  under  the  provisions  of  this 

act  shall  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  at  ap- 
pointed rendezvous  in  their  respectiv  for  period  of  fifteen 
days,  shall  be  transported  to  the  camp  of  instruction  and  back  to 
their  appointed  rendezvous,  and  furnished  with  substance,  s1 
and  medical  supplies  during  the  time  of  their  service,  but  shall  nol 
be  paid  by  the  United  States  for  their  services.  The  transportation 
of  such  troops  of  the  Army  as  may  be  ordered  to  the  camp  of  in- 
struction shall  be  paid  out  of  the  money  appropriated  by  this  act. 
j.  (I.  That  the  methods  of  mustering  in,  transporting,,  and 
furnishing  supplies  to  the  volunteers  under  this  act  shall  be  as- 
similated as  closely  as  possible  to  the  methods  that  would  be  followed 
in  case  of  mobilizing  State  troops  called  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  ;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  detail  such  officers  of 
the  Army  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  these  purposes,  and  also 
for  the  purposes  of  instruction. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  President  shall  designate  a  general  officer  of  the 
Army  to  command  the  camp  of  instruction  to  be  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

.  8.  That  in  addition  to  the  volunteers  to  be  placed  in  the 
camp  of  instruction  to  be  established  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  the  President  shall  ord^r  into  said  camp,  for  such  length  of  time 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  such  number  of  troop- of  the  Army  as  can 
be  mobilizi  d  for  that  pur; 

c.  9.  That  one  million  live  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  that  all  expenditures  of  said  appropriation  shall  he  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  subject  to  the  control  and  ap- 
proval of  t  lie  President." 

It  is  not  yet  known  what  action  Congress  will  take  in  this  mat- 
ter. Kut  it  i-  safe  to  say  that  all  the  States  are  becoming  deeply  in- 
terested in  building  up  and  encouraging  of  their  militias,  and  no 
doubt  the  representatives  in  Congress  will  sic  the  importance  of  en- 
couraging the  States  in  this  work.  I  sincerely  hope  that  our  State 
may  hi'  well  represented  by  our  National  Guard  at  this  encamp- 
ment, which  will  he'  held  either  by  the  general  government  or  the 
Stat>  era!  of  them  have  already  made  arrangements  to  have 

National  Guard  there,  if  at  the  State's  expi

and  no  other  similar  provision  be   made,  it    would  require,  in  order 
tor  our  National  Guard  t<>  encamp  there  this  year,  authority  by  our 
ilature  to  do

Pursuant  to  an  invitation  sent  to  you  and   the  Governors  of  the 
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several  States  and  Territories,  to  be  present  with  their  stalls  at  the 
Dedicatory  Ceremonies  of  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicagoon  October  19 
to  21  inclusive,  you  attended  with  your  entire  staff, participating  in 
all  the  ceremonies  pertaining  to  tin1  dedication. 

The  occasion  will  Ion--  lie  remenibered  by  those  who  were  present 
for  the  grand  civic  and  military  displays,  nearlyevery  State  and  terri- 
tory being  represented  by  their  Governors  ami  stalls,  and  many  by 
large  numbers  of  their  uniformed  National  Guard  several  from  a 
long  distance  with  mounted  troops,  brought  at  the  expense  of  their 
respeetive  States. 

THE    U.     S      WAR    DEPARTMEFT    AMD    THE    NATIONAL    GUARD. 

For  the  past  year,  considerable  interest  has  been  taken  by  the  U. 
S.  War  Department  in  the  National  Guard,  and  a  closer  relation- 
ship has  been  established  between  the  officers  of  the  regular  army 
and  the  National  Guard  of  the  several  States  than  heretofore,  which 
can  not  fail  to  work  great  good  for  our  organizal 

Besides  detailing  officers  from  trie  regular  army  to  visit,  instruct  and 
inspect  the  several  organizations  while  in  camp,  a  bureau  of  Mili- 
tary Information  has  been  established  at  the  War  Department,  at 
Washington,  at  which  U.  S.  army  officers  are  detailed  for  the  special 
purpose  of  furnishing  information  to  the  State  Militias  and  through 
this  bureau  much  time  and  trouble  are  saved  in  procuring  the  neces- 
sary supplies  and  equipments  for  the  several  States. 

ENROLLMENT  OF  THE   RESERVE  MILITIA. 

Our  laws,  requiring  the  several  assessors  to  list  and  report  the 
names  of  all  persons  subject  to  military  duty  in  this  State,  lias  so 
frr  been  a  dead  letter  for  want  of  appropriations  to  pay  for  the 
work. 

While  this  may  not.  at  the  present  time,  be  of  any  practical  bene- 
fit, yet,  if  an  emergency  should  arise  calling  for  the  aid  of  this  re- 
serve force,  there  would  be  no  means  of  knowing  its  strength,  and 
who  liable  for  duty. 

RECORDS  OF  SOLDIERS  OF  THE  LATE  WAR. 

In  my  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  absolute  necessity  of 
transcribing  and  publishing  the  records  of  the  soldiers  of  the  late 
war,  which  records  are  now  on  file  in  this  office,  many  of  which, 
from  necessary  continued  handling  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
certificates  of  service  to  those  applying  for  pensions,  have  become  il- 
legible, and  unless  copies  he  made  very  soon  a  great  many  of  them 
will  become  entirely  lost  for  use.  I  take  it  that  the  State  wants  to 
preserve  all  its  records,  and  it  has  heretofore  been  its  practice  to  pre- 
serve them  in  all  the  other  departments,  and  I  can  see  no  reason 
why  an  exception  should  be  made  as  to  this  office  and  to  the  men 
whose  names  are  borne  upon  its  records. 
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The  records  once  destroyed   could   not  be  replaced  and  many  of 

itizens  of  our  State  would,  i  .  be  deprived  of  the 

only  means  of  procuring  that  which  they  may  justly  be  entitled  to. 

SALARY  OP  THE  ADJUTANT  GENERAL 

The  present  salary  of  the  Adjutant  General  is  very  inadequate  to 
the  responsibilities  and  work  required.  Besides  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  Adjutant  General,  he  has  to  perform  th,e  duties  of  Quarter- 
master-General whose  duties  arc  to  issue  all  supplies  and  equip- 
ments 1"  the  National  Guard,  taking  receipts  therefor,  and  attend  to 
all  packing  and  shipping  of  thesame,  and  when  it  is  considered  that 
there  are  on  an  average  of  eight  hundred  officers  and  men  to  equip, 
■  ■  esl  Ltn  ;  amou  it  of  work  required. 

In  connection  with  this  and  as  illustrating  the  inadequate 

salary  paid  the  Adjutant  General  of  tins  State,  the  salaries  of  the 
Adjutant  Generals  of  the  five  following  States  is  here  given,  none  of 
whose  dul     s  tan   those  performed   in  this  State,  each 

State  named  having  a  Quartermaster  General  on  a  fixed  salary  and 
besides  this  has  a  compiled,  printed  and  index  :  1  r  >ster  from  which 
to  furnish  records  of  late  soldiers.  Salary  of  the  Adjutant  General 
of  Minnesota,  $2,000.00;  of  Illinois,  s:].000.00;  of  Pennsylvania,  $3,- 
700.00;  of  Wisconsin,  $2,000.00,  and  of  New  York,  81,000.00. 

CONTINGENT    EXPENSES    OF    THIS    OFFICE. 

The  increased  correspondence  of  this  office,  pertaining  to  the  Na- 
tional Guard  and  the  large  number  of  applications  for  certificates  of 
service  by  those  seeking  increased  or  original  pensions,  requires  a 
larger  amount  for  the  contingent  expenses  than  has  hitherto  ; 
appropriated.  When  it  is  remembered  that  there  are  more  than  thir- 
ty-three thousand  soldiers  enlisted  in  West  Virginia  commands  from 
L861  to  1865,  and  that  none  ol  I  st  pensions  except  upon  certifi- 

-  furnished   from  this  offi  n   how  much  labor  is 

required  and  how  much  in  the  way  of  postage  must  he  expended 
in  preparing  and  mailing  the-  -    t  !,e  other  necessary    corres- 

pondence pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  Almost  the  entire 
time  of  my  clerk  has  been  taken  in  looking  up  and  preparing  these 
certificates. 

It'  the  records  were  transcribed  and  systematically, arranged  as  in 
all  lit  3,  a  great  amount  or  labor  would  he  saved.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  West  Vir- 
ginia National  Guard,  embodying  its  present  condition,  its  needs, 
and  my  recommendations  for  its  improvement  and  further  advance- 
merit. 

Owing  to  my  illness,  the  want  of  experience  on  the  part  of  some 
of  my  staff  officers,  and  the  total  lack  of  interest  and  ability  on  the 
part  of  others  to  perform  the  duties  allotted  them,  \  was  unable  to 
make  a  report  for  the  year  1891 . 

The  members  of  the  brigade  staff  who  were  unable  to  devote  the 
time  necessary  to  the  performance  of  their  duties  were  promptly 
removed  and  replaced  by  officers  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  military  arm  of  the  State,  and  in  my  judgment  the  staff  is 
now  composed  of  competent  and  reliable  men. 

Before  entering  upon  the  report  for  the  year  1892,  1  desire  to  re- 
mark in  a  general  way  the  condition  of  the  West  Virginia  National 
Guard  prim-  to  that  time.  The  brigade  met  for  the  first  time  in  its 
history  at  Gypsy  Grove,  in  Harrison  county,  on  September  2,  1891, 
for  the  purpose  of  going  into  a  camp  of  instruction  for  six  days. 

While  it  is  not  properly  within  my  province  to  defend  the  L 
tion  of  the  encampment  thai  year  at  Gypsy  Grove,  ye1  in  view  of 
the  adverse  criticisms,  and  especially  that  of  Captain  Gregory 
Barrett,  I".  S.  A.,  who  was  ordered  by  the  War  Department  to  in- 
spect the  West  Virginia  National  Guard,  1  desire  to  record  the  fact 
that  Gyspy  Grove  was  selected  because  there  was  a  sufficient  number 
of  vacant  houses  there  to  quarter  the  troops;  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  were  no  funds  with  which  to  buy  tents,  and  two  efforts 
on  the  part  of  the  Quarter-master-General  to  borrow  tents  from  the 
War  Department  of  the  ('.  S    had  failed,  that  Gypsy  Grove  was  the 
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only  available  Location  in  the  State  thai  year  for  the    encampment, 

vet  Captain  Barrett  stated  in  a  public  interview  that  all  the  gov- 
ernor had  to  do  was  to  ask  the  War  Department  for  tents,  and  he 
would  have  gotten  them. 

Pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  9,  A.  G.  0.  date,  July  9,  1891,  and 
orders  from  Brigade  Headquarters,  the  companies  all  arrived  at 
Gypsy  Grove  by  the  night  of  September  2,  1891,  and  were  assigned 
to  their  quarters.  At  Reveille  next  morning  the  official  camp  com- 
menced. It  was  raining  at  thathour,  and  a  heavy  rainfall  continued 
for  live  days  and  nights,  with  intervals  of  an  hour  or  two  now  and 
then. 

The  preparations  lor  the  reception  of  the  troops  had  been  sadly 
neglected  by  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  notwithstaning  detailed  in- 
structions had  been  given  recountingal]  the  various  duties  necessary 
for  him  to  perform.  He  was  removed  from  the  staff  and  Major  .1. 
C.  Gluck  appointed  in  his  stead  on  the  first  day  of  the  encampment, 
and  the  new  Brigade  Quartermaster  did  everything  possible  for  the 
comfort  of  the   men. 

'Idie  Commissary  Department  was  not  all  that  it  should  have  been. 
There  were  hardly  enough  cooks  and  waiters.  Provisions  of  one 
sort  and  another  would  now  and  then  run  short.  The  mess  halls 
w<  re  not  large  enough,  which,  however,  was  no  fault  of  the  officer 
in  charge  of  this  department. 

The  efforts,  however,  of  Major  A.  .1.  Bandy,  Brigade  Commissary, 
to  overcome  all  faults  was  commendable  in  the  highest  degree. 

The  regimental  surgeons  did  all  in  their  power  for  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  sick. 

Remembering  that  all  of  these  officers  were  absolutely  without 
experience  in  the  administrative  departments  of  the  National 
Guard,  and  that  the  first  lesson  had  t  i  he  learned  under  such  dis- 
tressingly adverse  circumstances,  1  have  only  words  of  praise  for 
the  zeal  with  winch  they  endeavored   to  perform  their  duties. 

The  following  order  was  issued  regulating  the  hours  of  duty 
during  the  encampment  :

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Fir-t  Sergeants  will  reporl  with  all  the  sick  of  the  Company  Regi- 
menal Surgeon,  who.  under  instructions  from  the  Medical  Director, 
will  make  proper  disposition  of  them  and  reporl  their  actions  in 
each  case  in  the  company's  sick  report. 

Breakfast  will  be  sounded  at  6:15  a.  m. 

First  call  for  fatigue  will  be  sounded    at    6:40,   and    assembly  at 

6 :  1 5  A.  M. 

Re-call.     First  Sergeant's  call  will  lie  sounded  at  7:00  a.  m 

Firsl  call  for  guard  mount  will  be  sounded  at  7:45,  assembly  at 
8:00oclock.  Each  regiment  will  mount  its  own  guard,  and  the 
number  of  men  required  from  each  regiment  will  be  designated  from 
Brigade  Headquarters. 

First  call  for  drill  will  be  sounded  at  8:55,  assembly  at  9  a.  \i. 

Re-call  from  drill  will  be  sounded  at  10:30. 

Dinner  will  be  sounded  at  12  m. 

Drill  call  will  be  sounded  at  1  :30  r.  m.      Re-call  at  3  o'clock. 

First  call  for  Dress  Parade  will  be  sounded  at  6  p.  vr.,  the  assembly 
at  6  :15. 

Supper  will  be  sounded  immediately  after  Dress  Parade. 

Tattoo  will  be  sounded  at  9  o'clock  p.  m.  At  this  formation  the 
roll  will  be  called,  and  after  tattoo  no  soldier  will  he  out  of  his 
quarters  without  the  written  permission  of  the  Regimental  Com- 
mander. All  persons  not  belonging  to  the  camp  must  be  outside  of 
the  chain  of  sentinels  at  tattoo,  unless  they  have  permission  from 
t  hese  headquarters  to  remain. 

Taps  will  be  sounded  at  9  :30  p  m.  At  the  last  sound  of  taps  ev- 
ery light  must  be  extinguished,  except  those  properly  authorized  to 
remain  lighted. 

Until  further  orders  the  drill  from  9  till  10  :30  a.  m.  will  be  in  the 
school  of  the  soldier;  the  drill  from  L  :30  to  3  p.  m.  in  the  school  of 
the  company. 

Regimental  Commanders  will  issue  the  neeessery  orders  for  carry- 
ing out  in  detail  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

All  drills  will  be  in  fatigue  uniform.  Guard  mount  and  dress 
parade  in  full  dress,  except  in  bad  weather,  in  which  case  the  Ad- 
jutants w  ill  be  notified  from  Brigade  headquarters. 

Target  practice  will  take  place  between  the  hours  of  10:30  a  m. 
and  1  l'  m..  and  3  and  5:30  r.  m..  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice. 

On  Sunday,  first  call  for  Sunday  morning,  inspection  will  be 
sounded  at  8:55,  assenjbly  at  9  a.  m.  Each  regiment  will  be  formed 
on  the  ground  to  be  designated  in  columns  of  companies  at  full  dis- 
tance, and  he  carefully  and  thoroughly  inspected  by  the  company 
officers,  ami  generally  inspected  by  the  Regimental  Commanders. 

Immediately  after  Sunday  morning  inspection,  quarters  and 
grounds  and  mess  halls  and  kitchens  will  be  carefully  inspected  by 
regimental  commanders. 

Firxt  call  for  church  will  be  sounded  at  10:45,  assembly  at  10:50. 
Roll  will  he  called  and  each  company  be  marched  by  the  company 
commander  to   the  place  of  worship,  and  occupy  seats  to   be  d< 
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nated.  At  the  close  of  service,  one  company  at  the  time  in  each 
aisle  will  rise  at  the  command,  "such  a  company,  rise,"  given  in  a 
low  tone  of  voice  by  the  company  commander.  The  company  will 
be  formed  on  the  outside  of  the  line  of  seats,  marched  to  the  com- 
pany parade  ground  and  dismissed.  As  soon  as  the  ranking  com- 
pany in  each  aisle  has  begun  to  move  away,  the  next  ranking  com- 
pany will  rise  at  command  and  move  off  in  the  same  way.  The 
congregation  will  be  requested  to  remain  seated  until  all  the  com- 
panies have  been  formed  and  marched  off.  Church  services  will  be 
attended  in  full  dress  uniforms,  with  side  arms  only. 

On  Sunday,  dinner  will  be  sounded  immediately  after  the  return 
from  the  place  of  worship. 

The  orderly  hour  for  brigade  headquarters  will  be  from  10:30  to 
11  :30  A.  M.,  except  on  Sunday,  on    which  day  orderly  hours  will  be 
from  10  to  11  o'clock  a.  m.

None  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  order  were  regularly  carried 
out  owing  to  the  state  of  the  ground  and  the  weather,  except  the 
regular  roll  calls  and  guard  mount,  and  these  frequently  in  a  pour 
ing  rain.  The  companies  were  gotten  out,  however,  for  drill  and 
instruction  as  frequently  as  possible  between  showers.  Many  of  the 
captains  and  lieutenants  were  totally  unable  to  drill  or  instruct 
their  companies,  and  as  a  consequence,  of  course,  many  companies 
were  deficient  in  company  drill.  The  company  officers  generally 
not  having  a  firm  control  of  their  men,  and  regimental  commanders 
having  less  control  of  their  officers,  discipline  was  necessarily  very 
lax.  While  the  two  regiments  and  most  of  the  companies  had  been 
organized  and  in  existence  sufficiently  long  to  have  taken  on  in 
some  degree  the  spirit  and  tecnique  of  a  military  organization,  they 
were  very  backward  in  both.  There  was  a  great  lack  of  adminis- 
trative capacity,  and  technical  knowledge  of  tactics  and  regulations. 
It  was  demonstrated  that  up  to  this  time  a  very  small  percentage  of, 
the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  had  thought  it  worth 
while  to  devote  even  a  lew  hours  per  week  to  the  study  of  the 
military  profession 

No  target  practice  could  be  held  owing  to  the  wet  weather. 

The  two  qualities  that  make  the  military, of  a  State  or  Nation 
valuable,  are  discipline  and  the  skillful  use  of  arms. 

The  definition  of  discipline  includes  a  strict  and  implicit  obe- 
dience to  orders,  and  in  all  military  bodies  this  must  be  enforced. 
The  old  lorm  of  enforcing  discipline  was  beating  with  a  stick,  brand- 
ing with  a  hot  iron,  etc.  A  more  enlightened  age  has  done  away 
with  all  cruel  and  unusual  punishments,  and  depends  more  upon 
instilling  into  the  soldier  confidence  in  his  officers  and  esprit  de  corp 
to  maintain  a  higher  and  more  reliable  discipline.  Punishment, 
however,   cannot  be   wholly  dispensed    with,  as   in   every   military 
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borly  there  is  an  element  thai  can  only  be  disciplined  through 
punishment,  and  some  thai  can'1  be  disciplined  at  all  without  ap- 
plying some  of  the  old  forms  of  cruel  punishment.  The  military 
bo< I y  is  greatly   benefitted,    however,  by    getting   n,|    of  the   latter. 

The   authority    t "ganize    Courts,    through     which    punishmenl 

should  be  awarded,  should  be  so  placed  that  they  can  he  quickly  set 
in  motion. 

Pursuant  to  General  Order  No.  7,  A..  G.  0., dated  Charleston,  \V.

In  addition  to  clothing,  the  following  baggage  will  he  allowed  to 
each  enlisted  man,  viz.:  One  pillow  and  cases,  one  comfort  and 
three  blankets,  or  three  comforts,  towels,  comb  and  brushes 

Each  enlisted   man   will  provide  himself  with  the  above  articles 

Commissioned  officers  will  limit  themselves  as  to  baggage  consis- 
tent with  rigid  economy. 

Wash  basins,  buckets,  tin-cups  and  soap  will  he  supplied  at  the 
encampment. 

Regimental  Commanders  will  make  requisition  on  the  Quarter 
master  General,  through  Brigade  headquarters,  for  transportation. 
stating  accurately  the  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  each 
company  to  he  transported,  and  the  stations  at  which  they  will  em- 
hark. 

The  Brigade^Quartermaster  will  furnish  the  necessary  mounts 
from  horses  hired  in  the  vicinity  of  the  encampment,  and  requisi- 
tions must  he  made  by  Regimental  headquarters  for  mounts  re- 
quired for  each  regiment,  showing  in  detail  for  whom  they  are  re- 
quired. 
The  Brigade  Staff  will  make  personal  requisition  formounts.    Sail 
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dies,  saddle  blankets  and    bridles    will    be    furnished,  except  when 
officers  have  their  own.  which  must  be  stated  in  the  requisition. 

Par.  [V.  The  Brigade  Commissary  will  purchase  and  receive  at 
the  encampment  the  necessary  commissary  supplies,  and.  have 
general  supervision  of  the  cooking  and  serving  the  same. 

Regimental  Command*  rs  will  appoint  acting  Regimental  Commis- 
sary officers — one  for  each  regiment,  and  will  make  requisition  on 
the  Brigade  Commissary  for  the  necessary  sn } >| »1  iis.  and  have  direct 
charge  of  the  employment  of  cooks,  the  cooking  and  serving  of 
meals  to  their  respective  regiments. 

The  Brigade  Commissary  will  sec  that  economy  is  observed  mad 
the  details  of  his  department' and  dispose  of  the  supplies  that  re- 
main after  the  encampment  to  the  hot  advantage;  and  lie  will, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  encampment,  make  a  detailed  report  to 
brigade  headquarters,  showing  the  supplies  purchased  and  rust  of 
same,  supplies  issued  to  each  regiment,  supplies  left  over  and 
amount  realized  for  tie   same. 

The  Brigade  Commissary  will  have  direct  charge  of  the  mess  for 
brigade  headquarters  and  members  of  the  Governor's  Stall'  ami  the 
Brigade  Staff  must  make  personal  application  to  him  for  seats  at  the 
table. 

Par.  V.  The  Medical  Director  will  purchase  the  necessary  med- 
ical supplies  and  issue  the  same  mi  requisition  from  Regimental 
Surgeons,- approved  by  Regimental  Commanders  lie  will  make  a 
detailed  report  to  brigade  headquarters  of  the  amounts  purchased, 
the  cost  and  disposition  ofthesame,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
encampment.

by  duly  15,  1892.  lie  will  have  the  tents  put  up.  a  flag  pole  erected, 
obtain  and  locate  the  reveille  gun,  purchase  the  necessan'  straw  for 
beds,  the  requisite  number  of  bed  ticks,  and  forage  for  horses;  en- 
gage the   number  of  mounts,  saddles  and   bridles  required,    erect 
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I. nek  ovens  and  tables,  dig  pit«  for  sinks  and  erect  the  screens,  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  to  be  furnished  by  the  Brigade  Engineer 
and  Signal  <  >fficer. 

The  Brigade  Quartermaster  willassign  quarters  to  cadi  regiment 
.Hi  July  19th,  and  regimental  commanders  will  cause  the  companies 
of  their  respective  regiments  to  be  assigned  as  they  arrive  on  the 
same  day. 

The  Commanding  Officer  of  each  regime n1  will  detail  one  com- 
pany to  report  at  the  encampmenl  on  July  lo,  1892,  to  the  brigade 
Quartermaster  for  fatigue  duty.

On  the  evening  of  the  19th  both  regiments  h/|d  arrived,  pitched 
their  tents  on  the  camp  ground,  filled  the  bed  ticks  with  straw  and 
made  themselves  comfortable.  The  brigade  engiueer  and  signal 
officer  had  measured  and  staked  off  the  encampment.  The  brigade 
quartermaster  had  water  pipes  laid,  sinks  dug,  tent-  distributed  and 
all  the  necessary  details  of  the  camp  accomplished.  The  brigade 
commissary  had  his  stores  collected  and  housed,  mess  tents  erected, 
ovens  built  and  everything  in  readiness  for  supper  for  the  entire 
command  t hat  night.

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Fu  ants'  call  will  be  sounded  at  6:15   a.  m.,  at  which  tune 

the  First  Sergeants  will  take  promptly  to  their  Regimental  Head- 
quarters morning  reports  and  receive  orders  for  the  day  from  the 
Sergeant-Major,  ami  will  then  report  them  at  once  to  their  Com- 
pany Commanders. 

First  call  for  drill  will  be  sounded  at  6:55  :  assembly  at  7  a.  m. 

Recall  from  drill  will  be  sounded  at  8:30  a.  m. 

First  call  for  guard  mount  will  l>e  sounded    at    8:45;  assembly  at 

9  A.  M. 

First   call   for   drill    will  be  sounded  at  10:10;  assembly  at  10:15 

A.  M. 

Recall  from  drill  will  lie  sounded  at  11  :45  a    m. 

Dinner  call  will  he  sounded  at  12  m. 

First  call  for  drill  will  be  sounded  at  1  :25  ;  assembly  at  1  :30  p.  m. 

Recall  from  drill  will  ho  sounded  at  3:30  P.  M. 

Fatigue  call  will  be  sjpivtiu'ed  at  4  e.  m..  at  which  time  the  mem- 
bers of  the  old  guard  that  marched  off  in  the  morning  will  assemble 
in  each  regiment,  under  the  ranking  non-commissioned  officer  of 
the  old  guard,  who  will  verify  the  presence  of  all  the  members  of 
the  old  guard,  and  police  the  camp  under  the  supervision  of  the 
commissioned  officers  of' the  old  guard.  The  senior  officers  of  the 
old  guard  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  performance  of  this  duty. 

All  members  of  the  old  guard  will  be  excused  from  the  Company 
drill  on  the  day  on  which  they  march  off. 

First  call  for  dress  parade  will  be  sounded  at  6:30;  assembly  at 
6  :45  r.  m. 

Supper  call  will  be  sounded  immediately  after  dress  parade. 

Tattoo  will  be  sounded  at  9:30  p.  m.  At  this  formation  the  roll 
will  be  called,  and  reports  made  as  required  for  reveille,  and  after 
tattoo  no  soldier  will  he  out  of  his  quarters  without  the  written  per- 
mission of  his  Regimental  Commander. 

All  persons  not  belonging  to  the  camp  must  be  outside  of  the 
chain  of  sentinels  at  tattoo,  unless  they  have  permission  from  these 
Headquarters  to  remain. 

Taps  will  In-  sounded  at  10  p.  m.  At  the  la°t  sound  of  taps  every 
light  must  lie  extinguished,  except  those  properly  authorized  to  re- 
main lighted.  Brigadeand  Regimental  Headquarters,  Company 
Commanders  and  iirst  Sergeants  are  authorized  to  have  lights  until 
11:30  P.  M. 

The  first  morning  drill  will  be  devoted  to  the  squad  exclusively, 
and  unless  otherwise  instructed  from  Brigade  Headquarters.  The 
Companies  will  fall  in  for  this  drill  without  arms. 

The  second  morning  drill  will  be  Company  drill. 

The  afternoon  drill  will  be  battalion  drill,  or  such  other  drill  as 
may  be  designated  from  Brigade  Headquarters. 

The  movements  to  be  executed  at  all  drills  will  be  designated  in 
orders  from  these  Headquarters  each  day  for  the  day  following. 

All  drills  will  be  in  fatigue  uniform.  Guard  mount  and  dress 
parade  in  full  dress,  except  in  bad  weather,  in  which  case  the  Adju- 
tants will  be  notified  from  Brigade  Headquarters, 
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First  call  for  Sunday  morning  inspection  will  be  sounded  at  8:55; 
assembly  at  9  \.  \i.  Each  Regiment  will  be  formed  on  its  parade 
ground  in  column  of  companies  at  lull  distance,  and  lie  carefully  and 
thoroughly  inspected  by  the  Company  offiers,and  generally  inspected 
by  tlic  Regimental  <  Jommanders. 

Immediately  after  Sunday  morning  inspection,  quarters, grounds, 
mess  halls,  kitchens  and  sinks  will  be  carefully  inspected  by  Regi- 
mental ( lommanders. 

At  this  inspection  of  quarters  the  bedding  must  be  nicely  folded 
and  piled,  and  the  tent  and  ground  in  the  immediate  vicinity  in  a 
clean  and  neat  condition,  the  men  standing  at  attention  two  paces 
in  front  of  t heir  tents  They  will  be  called  to  attention  by  the 
company  commander  as  the  regimental  commander  approach'  • 
inspect  his  company. 

Firsl  call  for  church  will  be  sounded  at  10:45;  assembly  at  10:50 
a.  \i.  Roll  will  be  called,  and  each  company  marched  by  the  com- 
pany commander  to  the  place  of  worship.  At  the  close  of  services, 
one  company  at  a  time,  in  each  aisle,  will  rise  at  the  command, 
■•.-ndi  company,  rise."  given  in  a  low  tone  of  voice  by  the  company 
commander.  The  company  will  be  formed  on  the  outside  of  the 
place  of  worship,  marched  to  the  company  parade  ground  and  dis- 
missed As  soon  as  the  ranking  company  in  each  aisle  has  begun 
to  move  away,  the  next  ranking  company  will  rise  at  command  and 
move  oil'  in  the  same  way.   &C 

Divine  service  will  he  attended  in  full  dress  uniform,  with  side 
arms  only. 

All  persons,  both  soldiers  and  civillians,  are  cautioned  that  the 
strictest  respect  and  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  sentinels.  'Those 
who  disregard  this  will  do  so  at  their  peril. 

The  orderly  hour  for  Brigade  Headquarters  will  he  from  10  to  11

We  had  no  rain  during  the  encampment,  except  a  severe  storm, 
which  lasted  an  hour  or  more,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day. 

The  provisions  of  the  above  order  were  carried  out  strictly  each 
day. 

The  drills  showed  that  a  very  much  larger  per  cent,  of  the  offi- 
cers than  the  year  before  had  studied  tactics,  though  much  was  still 
left  to  he  desired  in  this  regard  throughout  the  command. 

The  Company  drill  in  some  Companies  was  excellent,  in  some 
others  very  good,  and  in  some  very  poor.  None  of  the  Companies, 
however,  were  familiar  with  the  extended  order  as  laid  down  in 
the  new  tactics;  hut  the  next  encampment  will  show  a  marked  im- 
provement in  this. 

The  battalion  drill.-  were  in  some  instances  excellent,  especially 
in  those  battalions  commanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hodges  and 
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Major  Casteel,  both  of  the  Second  Regiment.     Sonic  battalions  were 
fairly  drilled,  and  some  very  poorly. 

Regimental  Commanders  had  not  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  pro- 
fession the  time  necessary  to  a  comprehension  of  their  duties. 

Important  duties  and  responsibilities  rest  upon  a  Regimental  Com- 
mander, and -these  positions  should  be  occupied  only  by  officers 
who  arc  able  and  willing  to  devote  all  the  time  necessary  to  a  com- 
plete administration  of  the  office  and  tin  acquirement  of  a  knowl- 
edge of  tactics,  otherwise  no  advancement  can  he  made. 

The  ceremonies,  as  guard  mount,  parades  and  reviews  were  fairly 
well  done 

Guard  duly  was  done  very  poorly,  and  as  most  of  the  officers  had 
a  very  poor  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  guards  and  sentinels,  it  fol- 
lowed, of  course,  that  the  sentinels  were  very  poorly  instructed. 

A  marked  improvemenl  will  show  in  this  at  the  next  encampment. 

Discipline  was  very  lax   in  both  regiments,  the  Colonels  not  hav 
ing  control  of  the  Captains  and  the  Captains  not  having  control  of 
the  men. 

The  weather  during  the  encampment  was  extremely  warm,  and 
the  work  of  drill  and  instruction  should  have  been  moderated  to  al- 
low the  men  to  become  acclimated  and  by  degrees  accustomed  to 
military  life;  but  the  time,  six  days,  allowed  under  the  law  for  the 
encampment  is  so  short,  that  it  was  impossib'e  to  do  so  and  accom- 
plish anything,  one  of  the  days  being  Sunday  and  half  of  the  last 
day  being  occupied  by  a  review  and  inspection  of  the  troops  by  the 
Governor.  ruder  the  most  favorable  circumstances  we  only  have 
four  and  a  half  days  for  instruction.  The  benefit  of  the  encamp- 
ment would  he  vastly  augmented  if  its  duration  should  be  extended 
to  twelve  or  fourteen  days. 

In  order  to  secure  a  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  the  officers  in 
acquiring  a  military  knowledge  sufficient  to  make  them  efficient  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  a  system  of  promotion  should  he 
adopted:  but  no  officer  should  he  promoted  to  any  grade  below  that 
of  Colonel  without  firsl  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
duties  required  by  the  grade  to  which  he  is  to  be  promoted. 

No  officer  with  proper  piide  would  care  to  have  his  promotion 
withheld  on  account  of  his  incapacity  to  assume  the  duties  of  the 
grade  next,  above  the  one  he  at  present  holds. 

To  maintain  discipline  the  authority  should  he  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  proper  officers  to  convene  the  courts-martial  before 
which  offenders  should  he  tried  under  the  code. 

The  Brigade  *  lommander  should  have  authority  to  convene  a  gen- 
eral court-martial,  before  which  all  the  charges  of  the  graver  soil 
should  he  tried  An  officer  should  never  lie  tried  before  any  but  a 
general  court-martial. 

Regimental  Commanders  should  have  anthority  to  order  a  field 
officers'  court  consisting  of  one  field  offi cer,befo re  whom  offenders  of 
a  minor  nature  should  be  heard,  and  by  whom  punishmeril  when 
necessary,  in  a  restricted  degree,  should  be  awarded 

A  Field  officers' court  is  found    by   experience    to    serve    a   good 
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purpose  in  taking  care  of  the  numerous   offences  thai  it  is  necessary 
to  correct,  without  invoking  the  machinery  of  the  other  courts. 

The  new  drill  regulations  adopted  by  the  U  S.  Government,  and 
also  adopted  by  this  State,  require  some  changes  in  the  organization 
of  the  Regiments,  [nstead  of  a  Regiment  of  ten  Companies,  as  at 
present,  they  require  a  Regiment  of  three  Battalions  of  four  Compa- 
nies each. 

Under  the  presenl  organization  the  -Major  has  no  definite  functions 
to  perform;  but  under  the  proposed  new  organization  two  addition- 
al Major-  are  created  for  each  Regiment,  and  all  breve  specific  duties 
and  responsibilities  placed  upon  them. 

The  change  is  greatly  to  be  desired,  and  is  especially  to  be 
desired  in  the  National  Guard  where  the  companies  of  a  regiment 
are  scattered  over  so  wide  a  territory.  Under  the  proposed 
organization  companies  in  close  proximity  to  each  other  can  be 
grouped  into  battalions,  and  battalion  commanders  can  be  more 
justly  held  responsible  for  the  drill  instruction  and  discipline  of 
their  commands 

The  mini  mum  strength  of  the  companies,  thirty -two  enlisted  men. 
i>  too  small.  With  two  or  three  men  marching  oil'  guard,  who 
should  not  l>e  required  to  do  much  duty  on  the  day  they  march  off, 
and  two  or  three  marching  on  guard,  a  tew  sick,  and  a  small  per- 
centage absent,  for  one  cause  and  another,  very  few  are  left  for  the 
drills  and  exercises,  ami  render  these  difficult  to  accomplish. 

Under  the  new  Drill  Regulations  the  minimum  enlisted  strength 
should  be  seventy-one.  This  make- a  company  divisible  into  two 
platoons  of  two  sections  each,  and  each  section  will  consist  of  two 
squads,  each  squad  is  in  charge  of  a  corporal,  each  section  in  charge 
of  a  sergeant,  each  platoon  in  charge  of  a  lieutenant  and  the  captain 
in  command  of  the  whole. 

The  firsl  sergeant  and  two'  musician- are  included  in  the  above 
strengl  h  of  seventy-one. 

'Idic  Brigade  should  he  completed  by  the  addition  of  a  Battery  of 
Artillery,  and  a  Battalion  of  Cavalry 

The  Hattcry  of  Artillery  should  consist  of  four  field  pieces  and 
two  Gatling  guns,  and  the  Battalion  of  Cavalry  should  consist  of 
four  troops  of  cavalry. 

It  is  very  important  to  the  Smte-  Military  arm  to  have  some 
men  schooled  and  instructed  in  these  two  brancesof  the  service.  It 
would  not  he  necessary  for  the  State  to  purchase  horses  for  either  of 
these  organizations,  as  it  would  not  he  difficull  to  organize  four 
troops  of  cavalry  of  young  men  who  own  their  own  horses,  and  the 
only  additional  expense  of  the  horses  would  he  the  transportation 
and  forage  during  the  encampment. 

In  the  battery  of  artillery  tic  officers  would  own  their  own 
mount-,  and  draught  horses  could  lie  hired  for  drill  purpose-  The 
State  already  owns  the  Gatling  guns  and  held  pieces 

in  addition  to  the  importance  and  utility  of  a  -mall  proportion 
of  these  two  arm-  of  the  service, in  my  judgment  Congress  will  at  no 
distanl  day  increase  the  appropriation  for  the  National  Guard  from 
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$400,000  to  a  million,  and  divide  it  in  proportion  to  the  organized 
force  of  each  State,  and  in  that  event  it  would  be  well  to  have  the 
Brigade  completely  organized. 

I  would  also  urge  the  organization  of  a  Hospital  Corps,  consisting 
of  two  ambulances  and  six  stretchers,  two  Hospital  Stewards,  eight 
Sergeants  and  thirty-six  privates  for  ambulance  attendants,  letter 
bearers  and  nurses,  and  drivers.

The  Commander-in-Chief  would  probably  keep  the  listed  strength 
at  or  near  the  minimum  of  2.153.  which,  in  my  judgment,  is  not 
too  large  a  number  for  the  growing  and    important  State    of    West 
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Virginia;  and  should  an  emergency  require  it.  the  strength  could 
be  increased  to  3,000,  and  made  effective  at  once,  under  efficient  and 
well  instructed   officers 

The  military  of  this  State  is  at  present  wholly  unequipped  to 
take  the  field  for  any  military  service.  All  they  have  at  present  is 
a  uniform  and  gun.  The  necessary  tents,  meat  can-,  haversacks 
containing  knife  fork  and  spoon,  shovels,  axes,  mallet-  and  dutch 
ovens  should  he  provided  All  equipment  should  be  issued  hy  the 
quartermaster  department  to  the  captains  of  each  company,  who 
should  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  same.  They  should  be 
required  to  make  quarterly  returns  to  the  Quartermaster  General, 
showing  at  the  end  of  every  three  months  the  quantity  and  condi- 
tion of  all  the  government  property  on  hand,  blanks  being  provided 
them  for  this  purpose. 

When  any  of  this  property  is  damaged  and  becomes  useless,  ex- 
cept by  fair  wear  and  tear,  at  the  ropiest  of  the  captain,  a  hoard  of 
survey  should  he  appointed  to  view  the  same  and  report  upon  it. 
No  officer  should  he  relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  any  property 
entrusted  to  his  care,  except  by  the  action  of  an  inspector  or  Board 
of  Survey  consisting  of  three  officers  who  are  on  their  honor  to  make 
a  true  report  of  their  investigation. 

If  the  equipment  is  issued  to  the  Brigade  as  above,  every  company. 
battalion,  regiment  and  brigade  can  he  ready  with  notice  of  an  hour 
or  two  to  take  the  field  to  perform  any  duty  required. 

1  recommend  that  no  more  dress  uniforms  he  furnished  any  com- 
pany, troop,  or  battery,  until  after  the  entire  brigade  is  equipped 
with  fatigue  uniforms,  overcoats  and  blankets,  arms,  tents  and  oth- 
er necessary  cam])  equipment.  The  Cuttings  Hill  now  pending  be- 
fore Congress,  the  passage  of  w'hich  there  seems  to  he  no  doubt, 
provides  for  the  appropriation  of  one  million  dollars,  by  the  gener- 
al Government  for  the  National  Guard,  to  he  divided  among  the 
States  in  proportion  to  the  organized  force  o\'  each  state.  I  think 
West  Virginia's  share,  provided  the  Legislature  authorizes  the  in- 
creased organization  recommended  in  this  report,  will  he  sufficient 
to  equip  and  maintain  the  equipment  of  2,500  men.  The  state  will 
thus  have  a  military  force  equal  to  any  emergency  that  is  likely  to 
arise,  with  only  the  cost  of  the  annual  encampment,  tin-  armory 
rents  and  a  very  economical  administration  of  its  affairs. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  obstacles  encountered  in  the  West  Vir- 
ginia National  Guard  has  been  to  get  a  quick  response  to  orders  and 
a  prompt  forwarding  oi  reports  and  returns  This  is  due  to  a  habit 
that  has  prevailed  of  communicating  directly  with  officers  without 
the  use  of  what  is  known  as  military  channel.-.  To  illustrate  what 
military  channels  are:  All  communications  and  orders  to  the  Brig- 
ade or  any  part  thereof  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Department 
should  lie  sent  to  the  Brigade  Commander,  except  in  great  emergen- 
cies, to  he  promulgated  through  Brigade  Headquarters.  From 
Brigade  Headquarters  they  should  go  to  Regimental  Commanders, 
from  Regimental  Headquarters  to  Battaliori  Commanders  and  from 
Battalion  Commander-  to  the  Captains:  and    the    responses    should 
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return  in  the  same  wa\  It  mighl  seem  at  a  glance  that  this  is  a 
slow  method,  but  experience  proves  it  to  be  the  quickest  and  the 
only  reliable  method  :  and  in  addition  it  is  the  only  means  that  in- 
termediate headquarters  have  of  knowing  all  about  their  commands. 
In  the  U.  S.  Army,  where  military  channels  are  thoroughly 
known  and  used,  it  would  be  considered  a  breach  of  military  court- 
esy for  a  Brigadier  General  to  send  orders  direct  to  captains.  It 
would  imply  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  Colonel.  Nor  would  a 
Brigade  Commander  desire  to  enterfere  personally  with  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  the  different  regiments  of  his  command,  further 
than  to  observe  their  comforts,  discipline  and  efficiency.  If  lacking 
in  any  of  these,  he  sees  that  the  Colonels  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
correct  the  faults.  And  so  the  Brigade  Commander  should  he  held 
responsible  for  the  efficiency  and  discipline  of  the  Brigade;  but  he 
cannot  justly  be  so  held,  unless  the  Commander-in-Chief  issues  his 
orders  to  him  directly,  or  promulgates  all  orders  and  communica- 
tions through   him. 

Sometimes  an  emergency  requires  quick  telegraphic  communica- 
tion direct  with  the  officer  who  is  to  perform  a  sudden  duty;  but 
in  that  event  the  Brigade  Commander  should  l>e  notified  at  the 
same  time,  an< I  an  official  copy  of  the  order  mailed  to  him  at  the 
earliest  practicable  moment.  It  requires  a  great  deal  of  time  and  labor 
to  conduct  the  business  of  Brigade  Headquarters  properly,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Brigade  Adjutant  General  he  allowed  a 
clerk  at  $600  per  annum,  and  $200  per  annum  for  printing,  postage 
and  statinary  ;  and  that  each  Regiment  he  allowed  $100  per  annum 
for  stationary,  printing  and  postage. 

Too  many  complaints  are  made  that  employers  threaten  to  dis- 
charge an  employee  who  desires  to  obey  the  call  for  military  duties. 
In  New  York.  Pennsylvania  and  some  other  states,  as  a  rule  the 
employer  says  "go,  you  will  not  only  not  he  discharged,  hut  your 
pay  will  continue."  He  appreciates  the  advantage  to  his  employee 
in  acquiring  habits  of  obedience  and  discipline,  and  also  the  more 
remote  advantage  of  feeling  secure  from  riots  and  turbulence  that 
might  effect  him  or  his  business.  Many  asked  to  he  excused  from 
the  last  encampment  because  they  were  threatened  with  loss  of 
employment. 

In  the  above  states  it  is  a.  misdemeanor  to  discharge  an  employee 
who  leaves  to  obey  the  call  of  the  State,  and  I  recommend  that  it 
be  mode  the  same  in  this  state. 

1  also  recommend  that  any  sheriff  or  other  authorized  officer  who 
fails  to  collect  the  lines  properly  certified  to  him,  he  subjected  to  a 
tine  of  $100.      This  penalty  exists  in  the  laws  of  Ohio. 

When  members  of  the  National  Guard  are  called  from  their  em- 
ployment to  attend  annual  camps  of  instruction,  in  the  great  ma- 
jority of  instances,  their  salaries  or  wages  cease  for  the  time.  This 
in  nearly  all  cases  is  a  hardship  that  they  ought  not  to  he  asked  to 
endure.'  I  find  that  when  new  companies  are  being  organized,  or 
when  some  one  contemplates  enlisting  in  a  company  already  in  ex- 
istence, it  is  frequently  asked  whetheror  not  any  pay  is  received  for 
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the  time  spenl  in  the  annual  encampment,  and  many  good  men  are 
deterred  from  enlisting  because  they  can'1  afford  to  give    the    time 

I.  therefore,  urge  the  policy  and,  indeed,  the  necessity  of  paying 
officers  and  men  at  least  75  cents  per  day  for  each  day's  attendance 
of  the  authorized  encampment,  [believe  it  would  lie  a  wise  pro- 
vision to  stipulate,  however,  tli.it  any  officer  or  soldier  who  is  ab- 
senl  lor  a  day  or  part  of  a  day  without  leave  from  proper  authority 
should  not  he  entitled  to  pay  for  that  day 

The  mosl  forcibli  for  paying  the  men    is  that   when  paid 

by  the  s : ; 1 1 . .  tin-  Stat<'  i-  in  position  to  demand  obedience  to  orders 
and  a  cl  vance  of   regulations,   ami  the  courts-martial  can, 

in  their  discretion,  deprive  them  of  their  pay  as  a  means  of  punish- 
ment     The  fines  so  collected  might,  al  tb  tion  of  the    legis 
lature,  be  allowed  to  accumulate  into  a   fund  from  which  pensions 
could  be  paid  to  those  disabled  in  the  service  of  the  State. 

I  recommend  that  application  he  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
tor  the  detail  of  a  Captain  and  Firsl  Sergeant  of  the  U  S  Army  to 
visit  the  various  companies  at  their  homes,and  spend  one.  week  with 
each  organization,  instructing  them  in  the  administration,  drill  and 
discipline  of  the  company.  The  officer  and  non-commissioned 
officer  so  detailed  would,  of  course  he  in  the  pay  of  the  United 
State-:  hut  I  think  the  State  should  provide  the  transportation  and 
a  per  diem  of  $2  for  the  Captain,  and  si  for  the  Firsl  Sergeant  for 
each  da)  service  of  the  State,  to  cover  expenses.    Be-

The  above  reports  are  not  as  complete  as  they  should  be.  Items, 
purposes  for  which  used  and  prices,  should  be  given,  as  for  instance, 
number  of  teams,  days  employed  and  price  per  day,  number  of 
horses  used  and  price  per  day,  number  of  tons  of  hay  and  straw  and 
price  per  ton,  number  of  laborers,  days  employed  and  price  per  day, 
number  of  feet  lumber,  for  what  used  and  price  per  thousand,  num- 
ber bushels  oats  and  corn,  and  price  per  bushel.  Items  of  hardware 
and  prices,  &c.  Reports  of  all  expenditures  should  be  made  full  and 
complete,  and  paid  under  the  voucher  system  only.  All  Brigade 
Staff  officers  when  ordered  to  incur  expenses  should  submit  all  prop- 
ositions to  the  Brigade  Cammander  for  approval  before  closing  con- 
tracts, and  the  disbursing  officer  should  make  no  payments,  except 
upon  vouchers  duly  certified  as  correct  and  just  by  the  officer  mak- 
ing the  expenditure,  and  approved  by  the  Brigade  Commander, 
otherwise  the  Brigade  Commander  could  not  justly  beheld  responsi- 
ble  for  ecohemy  in  these  matters. 

No  requisitions  were  made  on  the  Quartermaster  General  this 
year  for  transportation,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  the 
necessary   returns   showing  the  strength   of  the  Second  Regiment. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Brigade-Quartermaster  to  obtain  from  Brig- 
ade Headquarters  the  strength  of  each  company,  troop  and  battery, 
and  also  of  the  various  Headquarters  to  be  transported,  and  make 
requisition  upon  the  Quartermaster  General  for  the  uecessary  trans- 
lation. The  requisition  should  show  specifically  the  places  of  em- 
barkation, the  number  of  men  at  each  place,  destination  and  num- 
ber of  miles  from  each  place  to  destination.  The  requisition  should 
be  made  in  ample  time  to  allow  to  allow  the  Quartermaster  General 
to  make  his  arrangements  with  the  Railrords,  prepare  the  necessary 
vouchers,   or  requisitions  on  the  Railroads  for  transportation,  and 
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forward  them  to  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  by  whom  they  should 
be  distributed. 

No  target  practic  was  held  this  year  owing  to  the  waul  of  ammu- 
nition. 

This  most  important  exercise  should  not  be  longer  neglected,  and 
provision  should  be  mad  to  supply  the  companies  with  tl  e  neces- 
sary ammunition. 

Target    practice  should   be  had  during  the   target  season,  usually 

fromMay  1st  to  November  1st,  by    the   companies  at    their  various 

as  frequently  as  practicable,  fair  and  accurate  records  should 

be  kepi  and  certified  to,  and  a 'copy  forwarded  to  Regimental  Head- 

quapters  at  the  end  of  each  taget  season. 

At  Regimental  Headquarters  the  records  of  all  the  companies  of 
each  regiment  should  be  consolidated  into  one  report,  and  two 
copies  sent  to  the  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  who  should 
retain  one  for  file,  and  forward  one  to  Brigade  Headquarters.  The 
Brigade  Commander  should  report  annually  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral. 

Very  little  eould  be  accomplished  by  having  target  practice  dur- 
ing the  encampment.  The  time  is  too  short  to  do  much,  rai 
would  be  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  for  so  many,  and  it  would 
berelatively  very  expensive  to  construct  targets  for  so  little  prac- 
tice. On  the  other  hand,  all  the  companies  can  easily  find  ranges 
near  their  stations,  the  pits  are  permanent  and  targets  can  be  used 
until  worn  out. 

The  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  has  been  directed  to  pre- 
pare the  necessary  forms  for  books  and  reports,  and  requisition  will 
he  made  on  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  necessary  supplies. 

It  can  he  truthfully  said  that  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard 
has  just  come  into  existence,  hut  I  do  not  hesilate  to  say  that  when 
equipped  for  field  service,  it  would  he  ready  even  now  to  do  credit 
to  the  executive  power  of  the  State.  It  will  take  time  and  moi 
however,  and  proper  nourishment  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  to 
bring  it  to  the  standard  of  military  excellence,  and  each  year  will 
show  marked  improvement  in  its  discipline  and  efficiency. 

Summary  of  Recommendations  involving  changes  in  the  law  : 

1st. — That  the  period  ot  the  Annual  Encampment  be  extended 
from  six  to  fourteen  days. 

'2nd.  -  That  a  system  of  promotion  be  adopted. 

3rd. — That  officers  should  be  examined  before  being  promoted. 

4th. — That  the  Brigade  Commander  he  authorized  to  convene  a 
genera]  court-martial. 

5th.— That  Regimental  Commanders  should  be  authorized  to  con- 
vene a  Field  Officers'  ( lourt 

6th. — That  each  regiment  he  increased  by  two  companies  and 
two  Maji 

7th.— That  the  minimum  enlisted  strength  of  each  company  be 
increased  to  71. 

8th. — That  a  Battery  of  Artillery  and  a  Battalion  of  Cavalry  be 
addeil  to  the  Brigade 
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9th — Thai  a  Hospital  Corps  be  added  to  the  Brigade. 

10th. — That  the  Quartermaster-General  be  authorized  to  have 
worn-out  State-  property  condemned  by  a  Board  of  Survey. 

11th. — That  a  sheriff  or  other  authorized  officer  failing  to  collect 
fines  under  the  military    law  propi  titled  to   them,  should  hi' 

prosecuted,  and  upon  conviction  lined  $100. 

12th. —  That  it  lie  made  a  misdemeanor  to  discharge  an  employee 
who  is  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  for  leaving  his  employment 
to  attend  the  Annual  Encampments,  or  to  perform  any  duty  the 
State  may  call  upon  him  to  perform. 

13th — Thai  tin1  offices  of  Paymaster,  Assistant  Surgeon,  and  In 
spector  of  Rifle  Practice  on  Regimental  Staffs  lie  abolished. 

14th.— That  a  per  diem  lie  allowed  while  in  camp. 

If  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  legislature  to  maintain  an  efficienl  and 
reliable  military  organization  in  the  State,  in  my  judgment,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  amend  the  law  in  the  direction  of  extending  the 
power  to  effect  discipline  and  a  greater  efficiency  throughout  the 
command.

1  believe  the  legislature  will  deem  it  best  to  main- 
tain the  National  Guard,  and  especially  when  it  can  lie  done  so 
economical!  v.

Fairmont.    W.    Va.: 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  in- 
spection of  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard  during  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  State  troops  at  Camp  Blennerhassett,  Parkersburg,  W. 
Va.,  from  July  20  to  26,  1892.  This  inspection  was  made  in  obedi- 
ence to  General  Order  No.  17,  dated  July  24,  1892,  giving  instruc- 
tions in  detail. 

The  location  was  pursuant  to  General  Order  No.  7,  dated  Adju- 
tant General's  Office,  Charleston,  W.  Va..  May  5,  1892.  The  camp 
constituted  a  military  post. 

Several  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  camp,  two  companies, 
one  from  each  regiment,  reported  on  the  ground  for  fatigue  duty. 
These  men,  under  the  direction  of  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  with 
the  assistance  of  hired  laborers,  carpenters,  etc.,  prepared  the  camp 
for  the  reception  of  the  troops,  There  was  an  ample  supply  of  earn]) 
equipage.  Ovens  were  built,  kitchens  and  mess  sheds  erected  for 
each  regiment  and  the  Brigade  Staff,  there  being  separate  messes  for 
officers  and  men.  Sufficient  stabling  was  provided.  Horses  were 
hired  and  were  in  charge  of  hired  hostlers. 

The  camp  was  regularly  laid  out  by  the  Engineer  of  the  General 
staff  and  was  admirably  chosen.  The  ground  was  level  and  well 
drained  and  afforded  ample  room  for  drilling  the  entire  brigade. 
An  abundance  of  good  water  was  supplied  from  the  city  reservoir. 
It  was  carried  to  the  grounds  by  pipe  and  drawn  from  large  wooden 
tanks  located  at  convenient  points  about  the  camp.  Sinks  were 
provided  and  sanitary  matters  generally  received  careful    attention 

Morning  and  evening  guns  were  fired  and  the  flag  was  properly 
raised  and  lowered.      A  handsome  new  Hag  pole  was  erected. 

The  general  health  of  the  camp  was  excellent       The  first  few  days 
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diarrhoea    prevailed    to   some  extent    but    was  soon  checked  by  the 
careful  attention  of  the  regimental  purgeons. 
:    Police  duty  was  well  perrformed. 

Regimental  records  were  well  kept,  as  were  also  mosl  of  the 
company  papers. 

The  weather  was  good,  but  very  hot.  A  severe  storm  visited  the 
camp  on  the  afternoon  of  July  25,  which  leveled  quite  a  number  of 
tents,  but  did  no  great  damage. 

There  was  no  target  practice  al  camp. 

CLOTHING. 

The  clothing  is  all  of  the  U.  S.  Army  regulation  pattern.  The 
troops  have  both  fatigue  and  dress  uniforms,  but  no  overcoats.  The 
latter  are  badly  needed  and  should  be  furnished  before  the  next  en- 
campment. 

A  I!  US    AND    EQUIPMENTS, 

The  arms  are  Springfield  rifles  of  the  models  of  1870,  1873  and 
1884,  callibres  45  and  50,  and  taken  all  together  are  in  fair  condi- 
tion. There  is  an  improvement  in  this  respect  over  the  previous 
year's  inspection.  The  older  models  should  be  replaced  with  the 
newest  pattern. 

The  McKeever  bayonet  scabbard  is  used,  and  the  belts  and  car- 
tridge boxes  are  of  the  U.  S.  Regulation  style. 

Men  were  supplied  with  bed  ticks,  wash  basins,  buckets,  tin  cups 
and  soap  and  provided  their  own  blankets,  pillows,  pillow  cases, 
towles,  combs  and  brushes.  Clean  straw  was  furnished  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  fill  the  ticks. 

INSTRUCTION. 

[nstru^tion  was  given  in  the  schools  of  the  soldier,  the  company 
and  the  battalion.  The  morning  drills  were  in  the  schools  of  the 
soldier  and  the  company,  and  battallion  drill  occupied  two  hours 
of  the  early  afternoon.  At  this  latter  drill  the  men  were  caused 
to  sutler  greatly  in  some  instances  by  the  incompetency  of  a  few 
officers.  Too  many  of  the  officers  showed  plainly  that  they  had 
neglected  their  tactics  and  required  too  much  instruction  on  the 
drill  ground.  While  such  officers  were  being  instructed  by  others 
better  informed,  or  were  openly  consulting  then-  drill  regulations, 
the  men  were  kept  standing  at  attention  exposed  to  the  hot  sun. 
This  was  more  distressing  to  the  men  than  if  they  had  been  kept 
constantly  on  the  move. 

No  regular  schools  of  instruction  were  held  during  the  encamp- 
ment. 

Guard  duty,  as  a  general  thing,  was  poorly  understood.  The  of- 
ficers, that  is.  quite  a  number  of  them,  were  entirely  ignorant  on 
this  subject.      Frequent    inspections   of  the  guard,    both    day  and 
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night,  showed  the  sentinels  to  have  received  little  or  no  instructions 
regarding  their  duties,  and  closer  investigation  proved  thai  the  offi- 
cers of  the  guard,  and  even   in  one   or  two  instances  officers  of  the 

day.  were  almost  entirely  uninformed  as  to  the  many  little  details 
making  up  this  most  important  duty  of  a  soldier.  Officers  of  the 
guard  were  found  on  duty  without  side  arms.  Sonic  non-commis- 
sioned officers  showed  still  more  flagrant  disregard  for  discipline  as 
it  was  not  an  infrequent  occurrence  to  find  them  eating  apples,  etc., 
while  exercising  their  official  functions.  On  one  occasion  a  cor- 
poral was  observed  smoking  a  cigar  while  posting  Ins  relief.  These 
things  are  attributable  wholly  to  the  officers,  and  where  instances 
of  this  kind  can  be  cited  the  men  are  hardly  to  be  blamed  for  going 
to  sleep  on  post,  talking  to  each  other,  or  resorting  to  other  means 
of  whiling  away  the  time  until  relieved.  This  was  not  habitually 
the  ease.  Some  officers  and  men  were  conversant  with  their  duties 
and  .showed  their  competency  by  discharging  the  same  faithfully. 
Aside  from  the  lack  of  instruction  in  the  sentinel's  duties,  no  at 
tempt  was  made  to  impress  upon  the  men  the  sacredness  of  the  duty 
they  were  called  upon  to  perform,  and  therefore  guard  duty  instead 
of  being  esteemed  the  most  honorable  of  all  those  the  soldier  is  re- 
quired to  discharge,  was  looked  upon  as  a  drudgery  to  he  evaded  if 
possible.  Taking  into  consideration  tin'  fact  that  for  many  of  the 
men  this  was  their  first  service  of  the  kind,  and  that  but  little  can 
he  learned  in  one  tour,  the  guard  duty  taken  as  a  whole  was  fair. 
Had  the  company  officers  given  their  men  the  proper  theoretical  in- 
struction before  coining  into  camp,  the  guard  duty  would  have  been 
very  much  better. 

The  company  and  battalion  drills  were  well  performed.  The 
men  are  willing  to  learn  and  prompt  to  respond  to  orders.  With 
one  exception  the  field  officers  are  good.  Asaclass  the. line  officers 
are  well  informed  and  capable  of  imparting  instruction  There  was 
a  marked  improvement  in  all  drills  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Tlie  dress  parades  and  guard  mount-  wen-  also  very  creditable 

DISCIPLINE, 

The  discipline  while  in  camp  —  with  the  exception  of  the  viola- 
tions committed  by  the  guard  at  night— was  excellent.  Xo  drunk- 
enness or  nonsense  prejudicial  to  good  order  was  observed.  More 
attention  was  paid  to  military  courtesy  than  formerly.  All  forma- 
tions were  noticeably  prompt. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  t<>  the  following  details  of 
this  inspection  :

The  men  are  well 
drilled  in  the  fool  movements  and  their  execution  of  the  manual  of 
arms  is  fair.     Discipline  is  fair 

Company  C  One-half  of  this  company's  pieces  are  of  the  model 
of  1873  and  one-half  of  1884  The  firms  are  in  good  condition; 
equipments,  good;  uniforms,  good.  Enlisted  strength,  2  officers 
and  1 1  men  :  .-it  camp,  2  officers  and  25  men ;  at  drill,  1  officer,  i  cap 
tain),  13  men ;  on  guard,  2nd  lieutenant  and  1  man:  sick,  2.  Ab- 
sent without  leave.  9  men.  Officers  are  good  and  men  well  in- 
structed.    Discipline,  poor. 

Company  D  — Arms,  model  of  1873,  in  bad  order;  equipments, 
bad;  uniforms,  poor  Enlisted  strength  ■"•  officers,  15  men;  at 
camp,  3  officers,  42  men  ;  at  drill.

The  men  are  in  a 
fair  state  of  proficiency.  During  the  inspection  the  men  were  con- 
tinually spitting  and  mazing  around.      Discipline,  poor

This  company  at  the  time  of  the  encampment  had 
been  supplied  with  arms  only  three  weeeks  and  is  in  excel  lent  shape 
for  such  a  young  organization.     Discipline,  fair. 

Company  L=Arms,  model  1870,  in  pood  order  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  they  are  old;  equipments,  good;  uniforms,  good.  En- 
listed strength,  1  officer,  46  men  ;  at  camp,  1  officer,  32  men  :  at  drill, 
1  officer,  14  men.  The  drill  was  very  poof,  the  company  being  in 
charge  of  its  second  lieutenant,  who  is  inefficient  and  consequently 
the  command  is  in  had  condition.      Discipline,  very  bad.

The  captain 
had  charge  and  is  fairly  proficient.  The  company  is  well  instructed 
in  the  manual  and  its  foot  movements  are  fair.

This  command  would  have 
made  an  excel  ent  showing  were  it  not  for  the  large  number  of 
unauthorized  absentees.

Company  H.  -Arms,  modd  of  188  I  and  very  dirty  :  equipments, 
fair;  uniforms,  good.  Enlisted  strength,  3  officers,  37  men;  at 
camp,  ■'<  officers,  23  men;  at  drill,  2  officers,  11  men;  1  officer  sick, 
5  men  on  guard,  4  excused  and  •">  sick.  This  company  is  in  very 
poor  shap«*,  being  inefficiently  officered.  The  first  Lieu  tent  was 
sick  at  inspection,  but  the  other  two  officers  are  inefficient.

Sir  :  —  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  my  inspection  of  the 
militia  of  West  Virginia,  made  pursuant  to  instructions  from  Adju- 
tant General's  Office,  dated  June  8,  189  L.  and  from  your  office  June 
15,1891.  On  June  17"  I  reported  by  letter  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State  announcing  my  detail  and  its  purposes,  and  requesting  in- 
structions for  any  special  duties  he  might  require;  in  answer  1  re- 
ceived General  Orders  No.  15.  Adjutant  General's  Office,  State  oi 
West  Virginia,  directing  me  to  inspeel  the  troops  taking  part  in  the 
encampment  commencing  September  3,  1891. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2d  of  September]  reported  in  person  to 
Brigadier  General  B.  D.  Spilman,  commanding  State  troops. 

The  camp  was  located  at  Gypsy  Grove,  a  place  used  as  camp 
meeting  and  picnic  grounds,  on  the  Monongahela  river  and  on  the 
line  of  the  Monongahela  railroad,  twelve  miles  from  the  city  of 
Clarksburg,  YV  Va.,  the  nearest  town.  The  -round  is  mostly 
wooded  with  few  cleared  spaces,  not  <  nough  for  company  drill.  An 
adjacent  pasture  was  secured,  however,  in  which  battalion  drill  and 
dres  were  had    by  the    First    Regiment  ;    the   Second   Regi 

ment,  the  smallest,  had  its  battalion  drill  and  dress  parades  on 
ground  within  the  limits  of  the  grove.  This  grove  is  totally  unfit- 
ted for  the  purpose  of  encampment  of  two  regiments,  not  having 
enough  cleared  space  ;  the  drainage  was  good.  Water  had  to  be 
hauled  from  a  well  about  400  yards  from  camp,  and  was  in  ample 
quantity;  it  was  slightly  sulphuric.  There  were  no  tents  for  use 
of  troops,  except  for  the  hands  of  the  two  regiments;  these  tent.-. 
with  those   used   by    Brigade  and   Regimental  Headquarters,   were

hired  for  the  occasion,  and  were  of  all  descriptions.  The  enlisedl 
men  of  tin1  command  were  quartered  in  old  frame  buildings  used  by 
camp  meeting  parties;  they  were  dark,  gloomy,  and  filthy,  lit  for 
nothing  bul  kindling  wood.  These  buildidgs  were  plentifully  sup- 
plied with  loose  straw,  which  was  nol  removed  during  the  encamp- 
ment :  the  condition  of  the  rooms  can  therefore  be  imagined.  The 
camp  was  not  policed  until  the  fifth  day  of  encampment,  therefore 
its  condition  was  bad.  Sink-  were  not  erected,  and  the  surrounding 
country  was  used  accordingly. 

The  organized  force  of  the  State  was  in  camp  on  the  night  ofSep- 
tembei  2,  1891,  and  consisted  of  the  following  troops,  commanded 
by  Brigadier  ( reneral  1>.  I>.  Spilman  : 

First  West  Virginia  Infantry  with  9  companies,  31  commissioned 
officers,  and  352  enlisted  men.  Second  West  Virginia  Infantry  with 
6  companies,  24  commissioned  officers,  and  237  enlisted  men  pres- 
ent, makinga  grand  total  of  55  commissioned  officers  and  589  en- 
listed men. 

Each  company  has  an  armory  rented  by  the  State,  but  several 
cm  mplaints  were  made  I"  me  thai  they  were  ton  small  for  drill  pur- 
poses, and  that  drill  could  only  be  had  outside  during  the  mild 
months  of  the  year. 

[f  better  rooms  were  furnished  them  1  believe  that  the  efficiency 
of  the  companies  would  he  very  much  increased. 

There,  are  no  cavalry  or  artillery  organizations  in  the  State.  The 
command  was  armed  with  the  Springfield  rifle  of  the  following  pat- 
terns: One  company  with  pattern  of  1870;  seven  companies  with 
pattern  of  ls7d:  seven  companies  with  pattern  of  L880. 

The  regulation  waisl  belt  and  McKeever  cartridge  box  were  used, 
and  were  in  fail  condition. 

The  entire  command  will  shortly  be  supplied  with  the  latest  pat- 
tern of  Springfield  rifle  ;  the  old  pattern  rifles  were  in  had  condition 
and  evidently  had  received  no  care;  the  new  pattern  were  in  fair 
condition,  but  better  could  not  be  expected  owing  to  the  wet 
weather  which  prevailed,  and  the  exposure  to  which  they  were  sub- 
jected. 

Each  company  was  equipped  with   blanket  bag  and  canteen. 

The  c!nt  hi ni!  worn  is  the  same  as  n.-<  d  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  Every  company  bul  one  had  lull  dress  uniforms,  and  all 
had  undress.  Blankets  have  no1  yel  been  supplied  by  I  he  State, 
and  each  man  brought  with  him  a  blankel  or  quilt ;  overcoats  have 
not  been  furnished,  nor  the  men  provided  with  underclothin 

The  rations  were  of  good  quality  ;  not  well  cooked,  but  abundant  in 
quantity,  the  nan  gi  tting  all  they  desired.  The  cooking  was  dime 
b)  hind  cooks  of  whom  there  were  no1  enough  ;  nor  were  the  facili- 
ties for  cooking  at  all  ample  On  the  first  two  days  of  the  encamp- 
menl  there  was  considerable  delay  in  feeding  the  men,  partly  from 
want  oi  facilities  for  cooking,  and  partly  from  want  of  supplies,  but 
the  latter  cause  was  removed  on  the  third  day.  Rations  were  issued 
daily  by  the  brigade  commissar)   to   an   ofl  ich  regiment  de 

tailed  to  super\  ise  the  messing  of  his  regiment 
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Guard  mounting  was  held  each  morning;  guards  were  detailed 
and  mounted  by  regiments.  As  none  of  the  men  or  officers  had 
been  mounted  before,  cadi  detail  and  mosl  of  the  officers  had  to 
be  instructed  in  this  duty,  as  had  every  sentinel  who  was  posted  as 
to  his  duties,  but  before  the  encampment  closed  there  was  great  im- 
provement in  everything  pertaining  to  guard  duty.  Drill  was 
had  morning  and  afternoon  when  the  weather  permitted,  in  school  of 
the'soldier  and  company ;  but  one  battalion  drill  was  had  as  the  bad 
condition  of  the  field  would  nut  admit  of  more.  Nearly  all  the 
officers  and  men  were  backward  in  drill,  and  it  was  plain  that  the 
majority  of  the  officers  had  not  thought  it  nesssary  to  study  their 
tactics,  or  the  men  would  have  done  much  better.  Very  f<  w  of  the 
companies  had  b^en  drilled  in  the  setting-up  exercises:  however,  all 
were  willing  and  anxious  to  receive  the  instructions  given  them, 
and  before  the  end  oi  the  week  a  decided  improvement  had  been 
made,  and  had  the  weather  '.which  frequently  interrupted  drill; 
been  favorable,  a  still  better  result  would  have  been  obtained,  as  the 
men  were  eager  to  learn  and  the  officers  found  out  the  necessity  for 
study. 

Dress  parade   was  held  every  evening  that  the  weather  permitted. 

No  target  practice  was  had  during  the  encampment,  nor  did  I  find 
that  any  practice  was  had  at  the  stations  of  the  different  companies, 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  those  in  authority  should  require  this  high- 
ly important  part  of  the  training  of  a  soldier  to  be  performed,  for 
without  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  use  of  his  rifle  tin  man  having 
■  if  little  service  in  case  of  need 

The  discipline  of  the  command  was  good.  1  saw  but  two  men 
under  the  influence  of  liquor,  which  was  brought  from  outside,  as 
its  sale  was  not  permitted  in  camp,  and  there  were  I'vw  inmates  of 
the  guardhouse,  and  those  for  irregularities  committed  through  ig- 
norance of  their  duty.  In  the  beginning  there  was  considerable 
looseness  in  the  matter  of  dress  and  in  saluting  officers,  but  a  change 
for  the  better  was  soon  made. 

The  medical  officer  of  ea"h  regiment  was  required  to  attend  tothe 
sick  thereof,  and  this  duty  was  performed  in  an  admirable  manner. 
An  ample  supply  of  medicines  necessary  was  received  on  the  second 
day  of  the  encampment.  Each  medical  officer  had  a  hospital  stew- 
ard, well  qualified  tor  his  work.  The  weather  was  as  bad  as  could 
be.  Five  days  out  of  six  that  the  troops  were  in  camp  it  rained 
sometime  -hiring  the  day,  leaving  the  ground  in  a  miserable  con- 
dition. 

Quite  a  number  of  mem  about  35  per  cent.,  were  treated  for  gas- 
tric and  gastro  enteric  catarrh,  due  principally  to  change  of  food  and 
water,  but  there  were  no  serious  cases. 

On  the  last  day  of  encampment  each  Regiment  was  reviewed  by 
the  Governor  ol  the  State,  there  not  being  room  anywhere  for  the 
formation  of  two  Regiments  for  review,  and  1  am  sure  that  a  better 
review  could  nol  have  been  made  by  troops  who  had  been  in  camp 
but  six  days,  and  who  were  never  together  before  as  Regiments 
After  the  review  each  Regiment  was  inspected. 
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imp  was  broken  01  f  the  9th.  and  the  companies 
left  for  their  respective  stations,  except  company,  which  re- 
mained until  evening  guarding  public  property;  the  departure  of 
these  men  was  very  orderly.  Transportation  to  and  Irom  camp  is 
paid  by  the  State,  [n  this  connection  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
entire  militia  of  the  State  could  be  concentrated  in  thirty-six 
hours. 

Payment  is  only  made  to  the  troops  when  in  active  service,  and 
then  it  is  as  paid  to  officers  and  men  of  the  I  .  S.  Army. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  mode  of  electing  officers  which  pre- 
vails in  this  State  is  very  faulty  ;  officers  who  are  elected  by  themen 
of  their  companies  are  afterwards  found  incompetent,  and  are  only 
chosen  because  they  are  good  fellows..  While  it  might  be  difficult 
to  retain  some  of  the  companies  if  their  officers  were  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  after  examination  by  a  hoard,  the  usefulness  of  those 
remaining  would  be  much  greater  if  this  course  was  pursued;  the 
disbandonment  of  such  companies  as  would  be  dissatisfied  would 
be  a  positive  gain. 

The  short  period  allowed  for  encampment,  six  day.-,  is  not  suf- 
ficient for  instruction.  Even  if  the  weather  was  favorable  two  weeks 
would  not  be  too  much  for  that  purpose.  During  the  present  en- 
campment more  than  three-fourths  of  the  alloted  time  was  lost  by 
had  weather,  so  that  the  actual  time  for instrucrion  was  hardly  suf- 
ficient to  give  the  men  an  idea  of  their  duties. 

Tents  of  regulation  pattern  should  be  purchased  by  the  State  for 
the  use  of  the  troops  in  active  service  or  encampments.  With  them 
cleanliness  could  be  maintained,  responsibility  fixed,  and  men 
would  not  feel  that  they  were  being  lodged  as  cattleare.  Overcoats 
and  blankets  should  be  furnished  to  the  entire  organization.  1 
found  men  on  duty  as  sentinels  walking  their  posts  in  very  heavy 
rain-  with  nothing  but  their  blouse  to  protect  them,  and  they  were 
literally  drenched. 

Ranges  or  stoves  for  cooking  should  be  supplied  in  much  larger 
numbers,  and  police  material,  such  a>  rakes,  shovels,"  brooms,  i 
should  be  furnished.  Commanding  officers  of  companies  should  be 
required  to  give  more  attention  to  their  tactics  and  regulations,  so 
that  they  can  properly  instruct  those  under  them,  and  this  should 
be  done  whenever  practicable.  There  is  very  good  material  in  the 
two  regiments,  and  a  proper  course  of  instruction  a]  plied  would  soon 
make  them  very  good  soldiers. 

To  the  officers  of  the  command,  [am  indebted  for  many  cour- 
tesies, and  particularly  to  G  meral  Albert  A.  Franzheim,  commissarj 
general  of  subsistence,  whose  kindness  made  my  stay  pleasant.

I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  1  received  a  copy  of  said  order  at  Fort 
Wayne,  Mich,  July  18,  1892,  and  that  1  left  Fort  Wayne  the  same 
day  and  arrived  at  Parkersburg,  V\  est  Virginia,  on  the  evening  of 
July  19th.  On  the  morning  of  July  20th  1  proceeded  to  the  camp 
of  the  West  Va.  National  Guard  and  reported  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  State,  and  to  Brigadier  General  B.  D.  Spilman,  com- 
manding thr  Brigade  and  Camp. 

First  Lieutenant  Frank  De  W.  Ramsey,  11th  infantry,  had  al- 
ready arrived  in  Camp,  and  reported  to  me  upon  my  arrival. 


The  camp,  named  Blennerhassett,  was  situated  in  a  field  contain- 
ing about  sixty  acres  and  located  one-half  mile  from  Parkersburg 
and  afforded  ample  room  tor  drills  and  ceremonies.  The  ground 
was  regularly  laid  out,  and  the  camp  w:is  complete  in  every  respect. 
The  selection  of  the  site,  which  was  well  drained,  the  arrangement 
of  the  tents,  kitchens,  stables,  sinks.  &c,  was  in  accordance  with 
regulations  and  reflects  credit  on  the  Brigade  Commander,  his 
Engineer  <  >fficer  and  hi-  Quartermaster.  The  camp  would  do  honor 
to  any  military  organization  in  the  country.  The  tents  were  of  the 
wall  pattern  of  th  L0xl2  and  12x14.     They    were  not    ofthe 

Government  model,  and  were  hired  by  the  State  for  this  encamp- 
ment. The  canvas  was  lighter  in  quality  and  less  durable  than 
the  Government  tent-.     Four  and  five   men    were  assigned  to  each 
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tent,  the  State  furnishing    mattresses   filled    with    straw,   the    men 
furnishing  their  own   bed-clothii 

The  entire  command  in  camp,  excluding  the  Governor  and  Stall. 
and  the  Brigade  Commander  and  Staff  i  Roster  of  West  Virginia  Na- 
tional Guard  appended  and  marked  "A  Sei  G  0  X"  15,  Ar  G  0 
dated  July  15,  1.882,  published  in  this  report),  consisted  of  two  regi- 
ments, Fir-t  and  Second, forming  one  brigade,  numbering  625  officers 
and  men  present,  the  strength  "present  and  absent"  being  775.  The 
first  regiment  contains  ten  companies,  all  of  which  were  in  camp. 
The  2nd  Regiment  contains  eight  companies,  only  seven  of  which 
were  in  camp. 

The  camp  was  surrounded  by  a  chain  of  sentinels,  and  no  soldier 
was  allowed  to  leave  it  without  a  pass,  and  all  citizens,  except  the 
employes  and  authorized  visitors,  were  excluded, 

ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Adjutant  General  of  the  State.  Brigadier  Genorad  B.  II.  Ox- 
ley,  wh<»  is  also  Quartermaster  '  reneral,  and  has  the  disbursement  oi 
the  funds,  made  the  arrangements  for  the  transportation  to  and 
from  the  camp.  He  was  in  camp  from  its  commencement  to  the 
end  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  administration  of  affairs.  He  is 
the  only  member  in  the  State  military  service  who  draws  a  salary. 
The  oi  her  members  of  the  Governor's  Staff  have  military  titles  but 
have  ii"  du1  ies,  so  far  as  I  could  see 

The  Brigade  Commander  has  a  Staff,  of  Assistant  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, Lieutenant  Colonel  C.  L.  Smith.

Orders  for  the  assembling  of  the  troops  and  for  the  preparation  of 
the  camp  ware  issued  by  the  Brigade  Commander  in  sufficient  time 
to   permit    the    mosl    distant    Com]  tared       Upon  ar- 

rival in  camp,  orders  were  issued  prescribing  the  service,  calls  and 
general  duties  Instructions  were  also  given  to  the  Regimental 
Cotnniam  all  t  heir  officers  together  and  read  to  them  extracts 

from    the   report   of  the    tnsp  last  y ear,  which  were  supple- 

mented by  some  ver^  pertinent  comments  and  instructions  by  the 
Brigade  Commander,  calling  attention  to  some  of  the  most  serious 
defects  and  neglects  of  officers,  and  enjoiniog  them  to  enforce  dis 
cipline.  With  slight  modifications  these  orders  and  instructions 
remained  in  force  during  the  camp.  Copies  of  them  are  appended

The  Brigade  Commander  wa"s  specially  active  in  seeing  that  his 
orders  were  carried  out.  He  took  an  earned  interest  in  drills,  and 
was  present  superintending  and  directum  early  and  late.  He  was 
ably  assisted  by  his  staff,  and  the  Commissary  and  Quartermaster's 
departments  were  especially  well  managed.  The  office  of  the  Assistanl 
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Adjutant  General  was  overworked  and  more  clerical  force  was  very 
apparent.  With  a  lew  assistants  and  a  Little  more  clerical  help  it  is 
believed  the  Brigade  Commander  and  staff  would  be  prepared  for 
any  emergency. 

Mess.  t 

The  messing  of  the  entire  command  was  under  charge  of  Major 
A.  J.  Bandy,  Brigade  Commissary,  who  supplied  everything  by  pur- 
chase. There  were  seven  different  messes.  One  for  Brigade  Head 
quarters,  one  for  each  Regimental  Headquarters,  one  for  the  officers 
of  e«eh  regiment  and  one  for  the  enlisted  men  of  each  regiment.  The 
loud  was  cooked  in  large  brick  ovens  erected  on  the  grounds.  Hired 
colored  cooks  and  waiters  tothenumberofaboutfortyserved.it. 
The  tallies  were  under  a  shelter  formed  of  tent  flies,  and  the  table- 
ware was  tin.  The  ovens  were  not  of  sufficient  capacity  to  cook 
enough  food  at  once  for  a  meal,  neither  were  the  tables  sfricient  to 
seat  all  the  enlisted  men  at  one  time,  but  the  supply  of  food  was 
abundant  and  most  of  the  complaints  made  by  the  men  in  regard  to 
it  were  trifling  The  following  is  a  sample  hill  of  fare:  Dinner; 
boiled  beef,  stewed  potatoes,  succotash,  boiled  beans,  lresh  bread, 
butter,  coffee,  etc.  Supper;  cold  beef,  stewed  tomatoes,  hot  meat 
stew,  slaw,  coffee, -bread  and  butter-  Breakfast;  tried  steak,  fried 
potatoes,  rice,  coffee,  bread  and  butter.  The  average  price  per  ra- 
tion served  was  about  AV  cents. 

The  police  of  the  kitchens  and  surroundings  of  the  tables  were 
good,  and  Major  Bandy  deserves  great  credit  for  the  manner  in  which 
the  command  was  fed.  Water  was  supplied  in  camp  from  the  city 
water  works  through  iron  pipes  laid  on  the  top  of  the  ground.  An 
abundant  supply  of  ice  in  water  barrels  furnished  plenty  of  drink- 
ing water.  To  enable  the  different  companies  to  be  prepared  for 
active  service  in  the  field,  company  messing  would  be  more  desir- 
able, but  on  economical  grounds,  during  a  short  camping  season  of 
six  days,  the  method  of  regimental  messing  would  seem  to  be  pre- 
ferable. 

INK  I  UCTION8  AM)  DRILL. 

At  the  request  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  Lieutenant  Ramsey 
attended  the  first  regiment  as  instructor  and  assistant,  and  1  went 
with  the  second.  We  were  requested  to  correct  errors,  render  as- 
sistance when  necessary  and  report  mistakes  and  irregularities  to 
the  Brigade  Commander.  As  wdl  beseen  by  General  Orders  No.  2, 
appended  to  this  report  and  marked  "C,"  one  hour  and  a  half  of 
each  morning  was  devoted  to  squad  drill  .which  was  fol  owed  by 
one  Imnr  and  one  hail'  of  company  drill,  between  10-15  and 
11-45  a.  m.,  and  then  two  hours  of  battalion  drill  in  the  after- 
noon, between  1:30  and  3:30,  the  day's  exercises  ending  al- 
ways with  a  dress-parade.  The  drills,  squad,  company  and 
battalion,    might     he    characterized    as    loose   and     ragged.      Precis- 
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ion  in  the  preliminary  movements  which  early  armory  train- 
ing would  produce,  was  lacking,  and  there  was  a  general  tendency 
to  slight  the  details.  Many  of  the  officers  were  nol  familiar  with 
the  commandsand  gave  them  in  a  manner  which  clearly  indicated 
thatthey  had  no  confidence  in  themselves.  This  was  specially  not- 
iceahle  in  the  lieutenants.  Battalion  commanders  would  march 
their  men  long  distances  without,  executing  a  movement  and  thus 
tire  their  men  oul  without  teachingthem  anything.  This  was  espec- 
ially fatiguing  as  the  thermometer  indicated  between  95  and  UN  de- 
grees nearly  every  day.  Many  men  were  overcome  by  the  heat 
the  first  few  days  so  that  some  companies  were  reduced  to  one  or  two 
sets  ol  lour  Had  the  length  of  the  drill  in  the  heat  ofthedaybeen 
reduced,  and  a  portion  of  the  cool  of  the  evening  devoted  to  it,  I  think 
a  great  many  more  men  won  id  have  been  lit  for  duty  It  is  certainly 
a  had  policy  to  put  more  than  one-third  of  a  command  on  sick  re- 
port in  the  beginning  by  over-work.  The  men  became  inured  to 
the  heat  alter  a  few  days  and  the  last  day  of  the  encampmenl  only 
found  ahout  twenty  five  sick  There  were  no  drills  to  speak  of  in  the 
extended  order. 

CEREMONIES. 

The  ceremonies  of  guard  mounting  and  dress  parade  weie  like 
the  drills  —  performed  after  a  fashion  but  in  a  manner  which  indi- 
cated want  of  preparation.  1  think  instead  of  having  brigade  or 
grand  guard-mounting,  and  an  improvised  brigade  dress  parade,  a 
lew  guard-mountings  and  dress  parades  for  a  battalion  as  laid  down 
in  the  'Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  U.  S  Army."  held  by  each  regi- 
ment on  its  own  parade  ground,  would  hav^  familiarized  the  officers 
and  men  sooner  with  the  ceremonies.  The  manual  nfthe  Connecti- 
cut National  Guard  was  followed  for  ceremonies.  I  think  it  should 
be  abandoned  and  the  ('.  S.  Regulations  should  be  used  altogether. 
It  was  observed  that  many  of  the  officers  saluted,  especially  in 
marching  in  review,  w  th  the  sword  cai  ried  to  the  front,  hilt  as  high 
as  the  neck  (Plate 88,  par.  189  Inf.  Drill  Regulations), instead  of  ow- 
ering  th«  point  to  the  ground  (Plates  89  and  90  par.  489).  Several 
officers,  when  mounted,  dropped  the  point  of  the  sword  to  the  front, 
instead  of  remaining  at  a  carry,  when  the  troops  were  at  an  order 
A  few  mounted  officers  wheeled  to  the  right  instead  of  the  left 
about. 

GUARD    DUTY. 

A  guard  of  ahout  thirty  men  was  mounted  each  morning  at  it 
o'clock.  It  turn  id  ad  the  sentinels  to  surround  the  cam  p  and  guard 
the  prisoners.  The  majority  of  the  officers  and  men  were  entirely 
ignorant  of  the  general  instructions  and  duties  as  laid  down  in  the 
Guard  .Manual.  I'he  sentinels  wen  given  orders  to  allow  no  unau- 
thorized persons  to  enter  or  leave  camp,  and  these  orders  were 
ried  out  in  a  verj  conscientious  manner.  There  was  nothing  like 
trifling  with  this  important  part  of  a  soldier's  duly,  and  the  earn,  st- 
ness  with  which   they  all   ent<  r<  >1   upon  it    was  very  conimendanle 
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SIGNAL,    DRILL,   TARGET    PRACTICE    \M>   HOSPITAL  CORPS. 

There  was  no  general  instruction  given  in  signaling,  and  no  tar- 
get practice  for  want  of  ammunition.  There  was  no  Hospital  Corps. 
The  sick  were  generally  treated  by  the  regimental  surgeons  in 
quarters.  A  Rrigade  Hospital  of  several  tents  was  established,  but 
it  was  poorly  supplied  and  few  of  the  sick  were  cared  for  there. 

POLK  E 

The  police  party  was  composed  of  the  old  guard,  and  the  Off! 
c^r-of-Pay  superintended  the  policing,  which  took  place  in  the  after 
noon  of  each  day.  The  general  police  of  the  camp,  so  far  as  the 
general  parade,  the  kitchens  and  mess  tents,  the  sinks,  etc,  were 
concerned,  was  good,  but  there  was  a  tendency  to  throw  papers,  hot- 
tics  and  rubbish  in  the  company  streets  and  in  and  about  the 
tents  of  the  enlisted  men.  Had  each  company  been  required  to 
police  its  own  quarters  and  streets  twice  daily  there  might  have 
been  some  rivalry  between  companies  as  to  neatness  and  appear- 
ance on  their  own  grounds 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline,  generally  speaking,  was  fair.  Order-s  were  obeyed 
and  executed  with  promptness.  There  was  a  genera]  tendency  and 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  men  to  do  what  was  light  and 
proper  when  it  was  understood.  I  noticed  nothing  like  in- 
subordination or  disrespect.  The  first  few  nights  there  was  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  younger  men  to  run  the  sentinels'  posts 
and  go  to  the  city,  also  to  disturb  the  camp  after  returning.  Pa- 
trols sent  to  the  city  after  men  who  were  out  without  a  pass,  and 
ball  cartridges  issued  to  sentinels  with  orders  to  tire  on  those  who 
attempted  so  run  out  of  cam]),  diminished  this  practice  materially. 
At  first  some  \'rw  officers  associated  familiarly  with  the  men.  hut 
there  was  little  of  it  nearer  the  close  of  the  camp.  The  usual  court- 
esies between  military  men  weir  pretty  generally  observed  by  offi- 
cers as  t  hey  undestood  <  hem.  The  enlisted  men  saluted  officers  and 
tried  to  show  proper  respect  when  they  knew  how.  Rut  it  was  ob- 
served that  they  sometimes  saluted  an  officer  while  they  were  lying 
in  their  tents  and  t  he  officer  was  passing  t  h rough  the  company  street. 
I  noticed  some  few  non-commissioned  officers  who  would  salute  by 
raising  the  led  hand  to  the  cap  while  they  carried  a  musket  in  the 
right  hand,  I  also  noticed  some  tew  men  who  saluted  while  hold 
ing  a  cigar  or  pipe  in  the  mouth 

Idie  only  punishment  inflicted  while  in  camp  was  confinement 
in  the  guard  tents. 

CLOTHING  AND    ARMS. 

Idie  officers  and  men  wore  the  U.  S.  Army  regulation    dress    and 
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undress  uniforms.  The  arms  were  the  '  S.  Springfield  Rifle,  cali- 
bre 15,  excepl  one  company  which  had  the  50  calibre.  The  arms 
were  all  servieable,  but  not  kept  in  good  condition. 

EQUIPMENTS 

Each  company  was  equipped  with  a  cartridge  box,  black  leather 
belt,  bayonel  and  bayonel  scabbard.  Nine  companies  were 
equipped  with  canteens,  six  with  haversacks  and  six  with  blankel 
bags 

Mobilizai  [ON 

It  is  believed  thai  75  p<  r  cent,  of  this  command  could  be  assem 
at  Parkersburg,  Huntington  or  Grafton  in  twenty-four  hours, 
ready  for  sixty  days'  service,  luit  before  going  into  the  field  each 
man,  in  addition  to  what  he  has,  should  be  provided  with  an  over- 
coat, blanket  and  shelter  tent.  Nine  companies  need  canteens, 
twelve  companies  need  haversacks  and  twelve  companies  need 
blanket  bags 

Remarks. 

It  was  observed  that  the  First  Regiment  which  was  organized  two 
years  earliei  than  the  second,  bad  older  and  more  matured  men  in  it 
than  the  Second  and  consequently  they  stood  the  excessive  heat  dur- 
ing the  drills  better,  but  on  the  other  hand  some  of  the  most  recently 
organized  companies  of  the  Second  presented  the  best  military  ap- 
pearance. I  would  especially  mention  the  Companies  commanded 
by  Captains  Banks.  Lyons.  Page  and  Morrison.  The  men  ol  both 
Regiments  seem  to  be  physically  well  developed  and  I  believe  would 
(•inline  severe  field  service. 

In  making  criticism  in  this. report  the  United  States  Army  has 
been  taken  as  the  standard.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  State 
troops  have  but  v< tv  recently  b<  en  organized,  that  thisis  the  second 
encampment,  that  the  first  one  was  held  under  very  unfavorable 
circumstances,  that  the  officers  and  men  are  serving  without  pay, 
and  thai  many  of  them  suffer  through  loss  of  business  while  at  the 
encampment.  1  believe  in  a  few  years  the  West  Virginia  National 
Guard  will  compare  favorably  with  thai  of  other  States  and  will  be 
prepared  to  render  the  United  States  valuablt  service  if  called  upon. 
I  n  this  connection  I  wish  to  state  thai  there  is  a  proviso  in  the  State 
law  foi  calling  the  National  Guard  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  while  in  several  States  it  is  claimed  the  National  Guard  can- 
not be  called  outside  the  State  for  service 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

[n  the  firsl  place  the  State  military  laws  should  beamendedand 
the  military  forces  organized  so  as  t<>  conform  to    the    lequirements 
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of  the  new  V .  S  drill  regulation?.  Instead  of  two  ten-company  regi- 
ments, as  at  present,  the  brigade  should  consist  of  two  twelve-com- 
pany regiments  of  three  battalions  cadi,  or  else  of  thrf-e  eight-com- 
pany regiments  of  two  battalions  each,  and  the  enlisted  strength  of 
earh  company  should  not  be  less  than  sixty-four  men.  instead  of 
thirty-two.  as  at  present.  In  addition  t-<  the  brigade  of  infantry  a 
battalion  of  cavalry  and  a  battery  of  artillery  would  be  valuable  to 
school  men  in  these  two  branches  ol  the  service  1  he  State  should 
appropriate  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars  forthe annual  expenses, 
and  the  officers  and  men  should  receive  pay  for  their  service  in  camp, 
as  well  as  when  called  into  active  service.  The  expenses  might  be 
reduced  by  abolishing  the  office  01  some  of  the  regimental  staff 
officers  The  duties  of  the  Paymaster,  the  Inspector  of  Rifle  Prac- 
tice and  Signal  Officer  might  be  performed  by  the  Regimental  Ad- 
jutant and  the  Regimental  Quartermaster. 

Officers  should  be  examined  by  a  Hoard  of  Officers  before  receiv- 
ing theii  commissions. 

Each  organization  should  be  provided  with  a  copy  of  the  I  S. 
army  regulations,  1".  S.  drill  regulations,  guard  manual,  etc.,  and  the 
use  of  the  National  Guard  manual.-  shou  d  be  abolished,  and  then  a 
uniformity  of  instruction  could  exist  when  the  I*.  S.  troops  and  the 
State  troops,  or  the  troops  of  different  States,  were  brought  together. 
A  competent  officer  should  be  detailed  to  visit  each  organization, 
hold  a  school  for  officers,  give  instructions  in  making  returns  and 
reports,  and  especially  to  instruct  in  the  new  drill  regulations. 

An  ambulance  should  be  provided  for  the  Brigade,  a  hospital 
corps  organized,  and  Company  bearers  should  be  detailed  in  each 
Company. 

A  few  men  should  be  instructed  in  signaling  in  each  company. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  state,  that  1  was  treated  with  the  utmost 
kindness  aiel  courtesy  in  the  encampment  by  all,  from  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief to  the  private  in  ranks.  The  Governor  did  Lieu- 
tenant Ramsey  and  myself  the  honor  of  appointing  us  Colonels  on 
his  staff  during  the  encampment.

A  HILL  to  anund  and  re-enacl  sections  13,  Hi.  17.  is.  20,  23,  24,  27, 
30,  31,  38,  II.  16,  19,50,  51,  :>2.  53,  56,  57  and  58  of  chapter 
XIX  of  the  Code  of  Wesl  Virginia,  third  edition,  relating  to 
the  Militia,  and  to  repeal  sections   59,    60,  t  1.    62,   63,    64,   65 

and  lit!,   of  said  chapter. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  West  Virginia: 

That  sections  13,  16,  17.  18,  20,  23,  24,  27,  30,  31,  38,  U.  46, 
49,  50,  51,  52,  53,  56,  57  and  58  of  chapter  XIX  cf  the  Code  of  West 
Virginia,  third  (Minion,  relating  to  the  militia,  be  amended  and  re-en- 
acted so  as  to  read  as  follows  :• 

Sec  13.  The  West  Virginia  National  Guard  shall  consist  of  one 
brigade,  commanded  by  a  brigadier  general,  and  composed  of  one  bat- 
talion (four  troops)  of  cavalry,  one  battery  of  artillery  and  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  four  companies  of  infantry,  which  shall  be  divided  into  two 
regiments  of  three  battalllons  each,  and  a  hospital  corps,  and  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  body  of  men  whatsoever,  other  than  the  regularly 
organized  National  Guard  or  militia,  or  the  troops  of  the  United  states. 
to  associate  themselves  together  as  a  military  company  or  organization, 
or  to  parade  in  public  with  arms,  in  any  city  or  town  without  the  license 
of  tne  governor  therefor,  which  may  ai  any  time  be  revoked,  nor  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  any  city  or  town  to  raise  or  appropriate  any  money  to- 
ward arming,  equipping,  uniforming,  or  in  any  way  supporting  or  sus- 
taining or  providing  drill  rooms  or  armories,  for  any  such  bodies  of  men. 

Whoever  offends  against  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  belongs  to 
or  parades  with  any  such  unauthorized  body  of  men.  with  arms,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  line  of  no:  exc  se  ling  the  sum  of  twenty  live  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  for  a  time  not  exceeding  six  months 

Sec.  16.  Each  regiment  shall  consist  of  twelve  corapaniesand  a  rem 
mental  band,  and  the  field  officers  shall  consist  of  a  colonel,  lieutenant- 
colonel  and  three  majors.  Kacli  colonel  shall  nominate  on  his  staff  an 
adjutant  with  the  rank  of  captain,  a  quarter- master  with  the  rank  of 
captain,  a  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  major,  a  signal  officer  with  the  rank 
of  first. lieutenant  and  a  chalpain  who  shall  be  commissioned  without 
rank,   but  entitled  to  pay  ami  allowance  of  an  adjutant. 

Kadi  major  shall  nominate  on  his  stall',  from  the  lieutenants  of  his 
battalion,   a  battalion  adjutant  with  the  rank  of  til-    lieutenant. 

The  iion  commissioned   stall'  of  the   regimenl    shall  consisl  of  a  ser- 
gean  -major,  a  quarter-master  sergeant,   a  commissary- sergeant,  alios 
pital  -Stewart,  a  chief- trumpeter  and  a  drum  major,    to   be  appointed  by 
the  colonel  and  warranted   bv  him. 
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The  non-commissioned  staff  of  a  battalion  shall  consist  of  of  a  bat- 
talion sergeant  major,  to  be  appointed  by  the  major  and  warranted  by 
the  regimental  commander. 

See.  17  Ln  case  of  officers  for  whose  appointment  the  consent  of  the 
senate  is  required,  the  commander-in-chief,  during  any  recess  of  the 
senate,  may  make  appointments  which  shall  be  valid  until  the  further 
action  of  the  senate  thereon,  or  suspend  from  office,  for  cause,  until  an 
order  of  a  court-martial  has  been  had  thereon. 

Each   company    shall  consist    of  a   captain,    a    first  lieutenant  and  a 
second-lieutenant,  and  not  less  than  71  nor  101  enlisted  men.  a  first-ser 
Lieant.  four  sergeants  and  a    corporal  for  every  seven   privates,   and  two 
trumpeters  shall  be  appointed  from  the  enlisted   men  by  the   command, 
ant  of  the  company  and  warranted  by  the  colonel  of  the   regiment. 

Each  regimental  band  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  twenty  nor  less 
than  twelve  members,  one  of  whom  shall  lie  appointed  and  warranted 
by  the  colonel  chief  musician  with  the  rank  of  sergeant. 

The  battalion  of  cavalry  shall  consist  of  four  troops  commanded  by 
a  major,  who  shall  nominate  on  his  stall' a  battalion  adjutant,  a  bat- 
talion-quarter master  and  a  battalion-commissary  officer,  each  with  the 
rank  of  Rrstdieu tenant,  and  after  the  organization  of  the  battalion  all 
subsequent  nominations  for  the  battalion  staff  shall  be  from  the  lieuten- 
ants of  the  battalion 

The  non  commissioned  staff  of  the  battalion  shall  consist  of  a  sergeant- 
major,  a  quarter  master-sergeant  and  a  commissary  sergeant  appointed 
by  the  battalion  commander,  and  warranted  by  the  brigade  commander. 

Each  troop  shall  consisf  of  a  captain,  a  first-lieutenant  and  second- 
lieutenant,  a  first-sergeant,  six  sergeants,  one  corporal  for  every  seven 
men,  two  trumpeters,  one  saddler,  one  wagoner;  the  non  commissioned 
officers  and  trumpeters  to  be  appointed  by  the  troop  commanders  and 
warranted  by  the  brigade  commander,  and  not  less  than  50  nor  more 
than  7s  privates 

All  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  battalion  shall  furnish  their 
own  mounts,  but  when  ordered  to  the  Annual  Encampment  or  other 
duties  in  the  service  of  the  State,  the  State  shall  provide  the  necessary 
forageand  transportation 

The  battery  of  artillery  shall  consist  of  tour  pieces  of  light  artillery 
(3-inch)  and  two  (baling  guns  commanded  by  a  captain. 

The  personnel  of  the  battery  shall  consist  of  one  captain,  two  first  and 
two  second  lieutenants,  one  firsl  sergeant,  one  quartermaster-sergeant, 
six  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  six  gun  detachments  of  nine  each,  twenty- 
four  drivers,  two  trumpeters,  two  artificers  and  one  wagoner.  All  ap- 
pointment- in  the  battery,  except  commissioned  officers,  shall  be  made 
by  flic  captain  and  warranted  by  the  brigade  commander  All  the 
mounted  officers  and,  men  of  this  battery,  except  the  drivers,  shall 
furnish  their  own  mounts:  but  when  assembled  for  drill  and  instructions. 
as  ordered  by  the  brigade  commander  or  when  ordered  to  the  Annual 
Encampment  or  other  duties  in  the  service  of  the  State,  the  necessary 
transportation,  draft    horses  and    forage    will  be   furnished  by  the  State. 

From  the  passage  of  this  act.    the  commander-in-chief  shall  appoint 
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the  officers  of  all  new  organizations,  but  after  the   organization  the  sys- 
tem of  promotion  as  sel  forth  in  section  Ti  shall  apply. 

Sic  18.  The  commandant  of  each  company,  troop  or  battery  shall, 
from  the  enlisted  men,  appoint  its  sergeanl  and  corporals,  but  ao  war- 
rant shall  be  issued  to  any  person  until  he  shall  have  passed  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  the  tactics  of  the  soldier  The  trumpeters  of  each 
company  shall  be  appointed  by  its  commander  and  warranted  by  the 
regimental  commander. 

The  hospital  corps  shall  be  commanded  by   the   medical  director,  un 
dor  the  brigade  commander,  and  shall  consist   of  a    held    hospital,  eighl

Sec  20.  The  resignation  of  any  staff  officer  shall  be  made  to  his  im- 
mediate commanding  officer,  and  if  approved  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
commander-in-chief 

Sec.  l'.i.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  maintain  the  \S  est  Virginia 
National  Guard,  by  organizing  new  companies,  troops,  batteries  and 
bands,  and  disbanding  inefficient  companies,  troops,  batteries  and 
Lands,  and  enlistments  from  time  to  time,  as  he   shall   deem   expedient. 

Its  system  of  discipline,  exercise  and  administration,  save  as  other- 
wise expressly  provided  in  this  act,  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practic- 
able to  that  prescribed  from  time  to   time    for  the  army  of  the   Tinted 

Its  system  of  promotion  shall  be  according  to  rank  in  the  regiment, 
battalion  or  company,  troop  or  battery  in  which  the  vacancy  may  oc 
cur.  That  is  to  say,  a  vacancy  occurring  from  the  death,  discharge, 
resignation  or  promotion  of  a  colonel  shall  be  filled  by  the  promotion 
of  the  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  regiment;  a  vacancy  occurring  by  the 
death,  discharge,  resignation  or  promotion  of  a  lieutenant  colonel  shall 
be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  the  ranking  major  of  the  regiment;  a 
vacancy  occurring  by  Ihe  death,  discharge,  resignation  or  promotion  of 
a  major  shall  be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  the  ranking  captain  of  his 
battalion-  a  vacancy  occuring  by  the  death  discharge,  resignaiion  or 
promotion  of  a  captain  shall  be  tilled  by  the  promotion  of  the  tirst- 
lieutenant  of  hiscorapany;  a  vacancy  occurring  by  the  death,  discharge, 
resignation  or  promotion  of  a  first- lieutenant  shall  lie  filled  by  the  pro- 
motion of  the  second-lieutenant  of  his  company;  a  vacancy  occurring 
by  ill*-  death,  discharge,  resignation  oi  promotion  of  a  second  lieutenant 
-haM  he  tilled  by  the  person  nominated  by  the  company  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs. 

Provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  promotions  shall  he 
made  until  the  officer  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by 
a  board,  consisting  of  three  officers,  appointed  by  the  brigade  comman- 
der, and  found  efficient  in  the  duties  of  the  grade  to  which  he  is  about 
to  We  promoted  Tlie said  examination  shall  he  held,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, during  the  annual  encampment,  and  any  officer  failingto  pass  the 
examination  at  the  encampment  shall  he  ineligible  for  promotion  until 
the  next  annual  examination,  unless  the  officer  so  failing  to  pass  shall, 
when  a  vacancy  occurs  to  which  he  would  otherwise  he  entitled,  notify 
'he  brigade  commander,  through  proper  channels,  within  ten  days  after 
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the  date  on  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  of  his  readiness  to  stand  the  ex- 
amination, in  which  cast'  the  brigade  commander  shall  appoinl  a  board 
to  examine  him.  The  failure  to  notify  the  brigade  commander,  as 
above,  shall  be  deemed  a  failure  to  pass  the  examination.  Any  officer 
who  shall  fail  to  pass  two  examinations  for  promotion  to  the  same 
grade  shall  be  discharged  from  the  service  of  tin-  State. 

In  case  a  vacancy  remains  unfilled,. by  reason  of  the  failure  of  an 
officer  t<>  pass  his  examination,  it  shall  he  tilled  by  thequalified  officer 
next  in  rank  in  the  regiment,  battalion  or  company  in  which  the  vacan- 
cy   exists. 

A  vacancy  occurring  by  the  death,  discharge,  resignation  or  promo 
tion  of  a  brigadier  general  shall  tie  tilled  by  selection  of  the  commander 
in-chief  from  among  officers  of  the  brigade. 

\  \acainy  occurring  for  any  cause  on  the  stall'  of  the  brigadier  gen- 
eralshall  he  filled  by  the  brigadier  general  by  appointment  from  among 
the  line  and  staff  officers  of  the  brigade. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  upon  his  approval  of  the  election  or  ap- 
pointment of  any  commissioned  officer  mentioned  in  this  act,  is  hereby 
authorize.!  to  issue  a  commission  to  such  officer  upon  forms  provided  by 
the  Adjutant-General,  which  commission  shall  he  signed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Adjutant-General. 

Sec.  21.  No  company  of  military  beyond  the  number  authorized  la- 
this act  shall  receive  from  the  State  any  aid  or  compensation  whatever. 
bul  this  section  shall  not  affect  the  loan  of  arms  and  equipments  made 
by  the  quartermaster  general  when  authorized  thereto. 

Sec  27.  The  quartermaster-general  shall  provide  for  t  lie  expense  of 
cleaning  and  keeping  in  repair  all  arms,  uniforms  and  equipments  fur- 
nished by  the  Slate  to  the  active  militia,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  pre- 
scribe: and  shall  annually  in  September  or  October,  inspect  or  cause  to 
he  inspected  by  his  assistant,  the  armories  and  band  rooms  and  all 
Slate  property  in  the  possession  of  the  active  militia,  and  may  cause  to 
lie  returned  to  the  State  arsenal  and  repaired,  all  such  property  which 
he  at  any  time  shall  find  to  be  damaged. 

But  any  property  found  at  this  inspection  to  lie  worn  out  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Slate  by  fair  wear  and  tear  and  useless  shall  lie  condemned 
by  the  inspector  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  the  money  resulting 
from  such  sale  to  be  paid  into  the  State,  [f  the  condemed  property  is 
not  salable  then  it  shall  be  completely  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the 
inspector. 

In  order  to  relieve  an  officer  from  liability  on  account  of  State  pro 
perty  which  has  been  damaged  and  rendered  useless  otherwise  than  by 
fair  wear  and  tear,  or  which  is  believed  to  be  unsuitable  for  the  service. 
it  shall  before  being  submitted  to  an  inspector  for  condemnation  he  ex- 
amined by  a  board  of  survey.  Exceptions  will  be  made  in  cases  of 
animals  or  other  State  property  infected  with  contagious  disease,  which 
may  be  summarily  dis   o  ed  of  by  order  of  a  commanding  officer. 

Hoards  df  survey  maj  be  ordered  by  brigade  or  regimental  com- 
manders, and  the  proceedings  and  actions  of  the  board  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  principles  and  rules  laid  down  for  like  boards  in  the 
regulations  for  the  army  of  the  United  States 
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3©  30.  The  adjutant-geueml  shall  issue  all  orders  of  the  com 
mander-in-chief  to  the  militia  through  the  proper  military  channels, 
except  when  the  urgency  of  the  case  demands  it,  orders  may  Ik1  sent 
direct  to  the  officer  who  is  to  execute  the  same,  and  an  official  copy 
promulgated  al  once  through  proper  channels,  and  he  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  the  procee  lings  of  his  office.  The  records  of  the  brigade 
and  of  each,  regiment,  company,  and  band,  battery  and  troop,  shall  be 
kept  by  its  proper  officers  in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
adjutant  general;  lie  shall  also  furnish  al  the  expense  of  the  State,  all 
proper  blanks,  hooks,  and  such  military  instruction  books  as  the 
commander-in-chief  shall  approve,  and  may  order  from  cadi  regiment. 
company  and  band,  such  returns  and  muster  rolls,  as  he  may  deem  ex 
pedient;  and  on  or  before  die  first  Monday  in  January  annually,  make 
a  return  of  the  militia  of  the  State,  their  arms,  accouterments  and  am- 
munition, t<>  the  President  of  the  United  States 

Sec  31.  The  quartermaster-general  shall  have  special  supervision 
and  control  of  all  public  property  belonging  to  his  department,  and 
shall  require  from  all  persons  to  whom  it  is  issued  a  quarterley  return. 
showing  property  on  hand,  property  condemned  or  disposed  of  under 
the  laws  of  the  State,  and  property  required  to  complete  The  equipment 
except  that  amunition  may  be  expended  for  target  practice  under  the 
supervision  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  brigade  commander  upon  the 
certificate  of  the.  company  commander  that  it  was  so  used  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  State,  lie  may  require  such  bonds  from  persons  to  whom 
property  i>  issued  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  protect  himself  from 
the  requirements  of  section  :;i 

He  shall  bi-ennially  report  to  the  general  assembly,  on  the  second 
week  of  each  regular  session,  a  complete  inventory,  of  such  property, 
and  the  places  where  it  is  deposited,  with  a  detailed  account  of  all  ar- 
ticles consumed  or  issued  and  money  expended  in  his  department,  not 
previously  reported 

Sec.  :;s.    The  Wesl  Virginia   National    Guard    shall  parade    for   drill

Any  commanding  officer  of  brigade,  rgiment  or  battalion 
may  order  weekly  evening  parades  for  drill  and  instruction  by  any  com- 
pany of  his  command,  of  not  less  than  one  hour  each.  The  officer  or 
dering  the  ''rills  may.  if  he  deem  it  necessary,  inspect  such  drills  or  de- 
tail an  officer  for  such  inspection      The  officer  making  such  inspection 
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shall  receive  bis  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid   on   the  order 
of  the  officer  ordering  the   inspection   approved    by   the    brigade  com 
mander 

Sec  46.  Officers  and  soldiers  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  paid 
s per  day  for  each  days  attendance  of  the  authorized  annual  en- 
campment; bul  no  officer  or  soldier  who  is  absenl  for  a  da)'  or  part  of  a 
day  without  leave  from  proper  authority  shall  be  entitled  lo  pay  for  that 
day.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  receive  compensation  for  any  other 
duty,  excepl  thai  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  state,  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  camp  equipage,  pay,  subsistence,  forage, 
and  other  emoluments,  10  which  similiar  officers  ami  soldiers  are  en- 
titled in  the  service  of  the  "United  States.  And  whenever  disbanded, 
they  shall  he  allowed  to  draw  money  in  lieu  of  the  rations  to  which  they 
may  be  entitled,  to  be  commuted  of  the  contract  price,  when  practic- 
able, and  when  not.  to  be  regulated  by  the  quartermaster  general.

sheritf,  constable  or  jail  warden  to  execute  any  process,  or  to  make 
proper  return  of  all  fines  and  penalties  collected,  shall  be  deemed  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  prosecntion  by  the  proper 
prosecuting  attorney,  and  to  a  penalty  upon  conviction  of  each  offense, 
of dollars,  to  the  use  of  the  State. 

It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  to  discharge  an  employee,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard,  for  leaving  his  employment  to  at- 
tend the  annual  encampment  or  to  perform  any  duty  the  State  may  call 
upon  him  to  perform;  and  any  corporation,  firm  or  individual  so  offend- 
ing shall  be  subjected  to  a  prosecution  by  the  proper  prosecuting  attorney, 

and  to  a  penalty,  upon  conviction  of   each  offense,    of dollars,  to 

tfie  use  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sec.  50.  A  court  of  enquiry,  to  examine  into  the  nature  of  any  trans- 
action of  or  accusation  or  imputation  against  any  officer  or  soldier,  may 
be  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief  or  the  brigade  or  regimental  com- 
manders; but  as  courts  of  enquiry  may  be  perverted  to  dishonorable  pur- 
poses, and  ma}'  be  employed,  in  the  hands  of  weak  and  envious  com- 
mandants, as  engines  for  the  destruction  of  military  merit,  they  shall 
never  be  ordered  by  any  commanding  officer,  except  upon  the  demand 
of  the  officer  or  soldier  whose  conduct  is  to  be  enquired  of. 

A  court  of  enquiry  shall  consistof  one  or  more  commissioned  officers, 
not  exceeding  three,  and  a  recorder  to  reduce  the  proceedings  and  evi- 
dence to  writing.  The  members  shall  be  sworn  by  the  recorder,  and 
the  recorder  by  the  president  of  the  court,  and  the  court  shall  be  gov- 
erned in  its  proceedings  by  the  rules  and  principles  laid  down  for  like 
courts  in  the  Regulations  for  the  Array  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  51.  Commissioned  officers,  for  military  offenses,  such  as  neg- 
lect of  duty,  disobedience  of  orders,  unsoldiery  conduct,  &c. ,  and  en- 
listed men  for  military  offenses  of  the  graver  sort,  such  as,  asleep  on 
post,  deserting  post  without  being  regularly  relieved,  disobedience  of 
orders,  drunk  on  post,  treason,  mutiny,  &c,  may  be  tried  by  a  general 
com: -martial,  according  to  the  usages  of  such  courts.  The  commander 
in  chief  or  the  brigade  commander  shall  have  authority  to  order  such 
court,  and  the  officer  ordering  the  court  shall  designate  the  time  and 
and  place,  of  holding  the  court,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  composing 
it  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  in  number  No 
officer  shall  be  named  as  president,  but  the  senior  officer  present  shall 
preside  as  the  president  of  the  court. 

Officers  shall  be  be  tried  only  by  a  general  courts-martial;  and  no 
officer  shall,  when  it  can  be  avoided,  be  tried  by  officers  inferior  to  him 
in  rank. 

A  field  officer's  court  may  1>;'  ordered,  for  the  trial  of  enlisted  men 
for  minor  offenses,  by  regimental  commanders. 

A  field  officer's  court  shall  consist  of  one  field  officer,   and  it  shall  be 
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his  duty  to  keep  a  complete  synopsis  of  his  proceedings  in  each  case, 
-which  he  shall  submit  to  the  officer  appointing  the  court,  who,  if  he 
approves,  may  order  the  sentence  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

Sec.  oi'.  When  an  officer  is  put  in  arrest  for  the  purpose  of  trial,  the 
officer  by  whose  order  he  is  arrested  shall  see  that  a  copy  of  the  charges 
on  which  he  is  to  be  tried  is  served  upon  him  within  eight  days  after 
his  arrest,  and  that  he  is  brought  to  trial  within  ten  days  thereafter,  un- 
less the  necessities  of  the  service  prevent  such  trial;  and  then  he  shall 
be  brought  to  trial  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days.  If  a  copy  of  the  charges  be  not  served  or  the  arrested  officer  be 
not  brought  to  trial  as  herein  required,  the  arrest  shall  cease.  But 
officers  released  from  arrest  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  may 
be  tried  whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  service  permit,  within  twelve 
months  after  such  release  from  arrest. 

All  charges  shall  specify  the  act  or  neglect  constituting  the  alleged 
offense,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  mtiking  them,  and  addressed 
through  military  channels  to  the  officer  competent  to  order  the  court. 

Any  officer  on  trial  must  appear  in  person  before  the  court,  but  may 
emplo}-  counsel  if  he  so  desires. 

Sec.  53.  An  officer  ordering  a  court-martial  shall  appoint  a  judge 
advocate  for  the  same,  who  shall  be  a  commissioned  officer.  The  mem- 
ber* of  the  court  and  all  witnesses  shall  be  duly  sworn  by  the  judge  ad- 
vocate, and  the  judge  advocate  shall  be  duly  sworn  by  the  president  of 
the  court. 

Sec.  54.  The  judge  advocate  shall  cause  the  witnesses  for  the  prose- 
cution to  be  summoned  by  any  person,  by  him  directed  by  supoena 
signed  by  him.  The  accused  shall  be  entited  to  like  process  for  witnesses 
in  defense,  and  depositions  may  be  used  as  in  civil  courts. 

Any  witness  duly  summoned,  who  shall  refuse  to  appear  and  testify 
may  be  by  warrant  signed  by  the  president  of  the  court  and  directed  to 
the  sheriff  the  county,  his  deputy,  or  either  constable  of  the  town  or 
district  in  which  such  witness  resides,  committed  to  the  jail  in  such 
county,  there  to  lie  held  at  his  own  expense,  until  he  shall  be  discharg- 
ed by  due  course  of  law. 

The  fees  of  all  witnesses  summoned  on  the  part  of  the  State,  and  of 
the  judge  advocate  for  summoning  them,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  al- 
lowed in  civil  cases,  to  be  taxed  by  the  president  of  the  court  and  paid 
by  the  State  to  the  judge  advocate,  who  shall  pay  the  fees  of  witnesses 
when  received  by  him.  te  the  person  to  whom  they  are  due;  and  if  the 
sentence  of  the  court  b?  against  the  accused,  and  be  duly  approved, 
said  fees  shall,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  president  of  the  courts 
directed  in  manner  aforesaid,  be  collected  of  the  delinquent  and  paid  in 
the  State  treasury. 

No  general  court-martial  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  order  any  other 
punishment  for  a  commissioned  officer  than  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  a  reprimand,  or  cither;  or  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  be  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  service, 
with  disability  of  ever  holding  any  military  office  in  the  State;  or  for

' .  The  proce<  j  clings  and  sentences  of  courts-martial 
shall  be  approve  1  or  disapproved  by  the  authority  ornering  the  court, 
who  may  mitigate  or  remit  any  punishment  awarded  by  the  sentence  of 
the  court-martial  when  such  sentences  shall  have  been  approved.  Ex- 
cept when  a  sentence  involves  the  dismissal  of  an  officer,  the  proceed- 
findings  and  rentence  of  the  court  shall  he  approved  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief. And  the  record  of  the  proceedings  and  sentences  of  a 
court-martial  in  every  case,  wirh  the  order  approving  or  disapproving  it, 
shall  be  deposited  in  tin-  adjutant  general's  office. 

Sec.  58.  In  the  event  of  invasion,  insurrection,  rebellion  or  riot  the 
commander-in-chief  may  in  his  discretion  declare  a   state  of  war  in  the 
towns,  cities  districts  or  counties  where  such  disturbances  exist 
o  6H,  inclusive,  are  repeal
